consideration of this suggestion. 

Several other suggestions to obvi- 
ate the transfer complained of were 
made by the petitioners. One wns to 
extend the Harvard squnre line to the 
Onk squnre car barn. This barn in 
about 1 1-2 miles distant from the Wa- 
tertown car barn, so that in every 
round trip there would be a duplica- 
tion of service of three miles of line. 
This extra mileage on a 7 1-2-minute 
headway would amount to 112 round 
trips in fourteen hours, or 336 miles. 
Another suggestion wns to run both 
linos through — that is. to terminate 
the Harvnrd squnre line at Park street 
and the Oak square-Brighton line at 
the. North Cambridge car barn. This 
would be an exceedingly long run, 
which is contrary to good practice, 
and not conducive to good service. 

Ill view of tbe above circumstances 
and conditions, the commission does 
not see its way clear to grant the re- 
quest of the petitioners for a restora- 
tion of the through service from No- 
nantum square to Harvard square, and 
that part of the petition is dismissed. 

In relation to the complaint as to 
the facilities and the annoyances due 
to poor connections and poor trans- 
fer facilities nt Watertown car barn, 
the commission is of the opinion that 
more satisfactory arrangements can 
and should be made, so that patrons 
of the road who are compelled to wait 
for connections at this point may have 
a suitable waiting station, with an em- 
ployee or employees of the company 
in charge during hours that cai'B are 
in service, and that cars be run under 
such schedules and operating condi- 
tions as to reduce the present delay 
and inconvenience at this transfer 
point and to make the trip in either 
direction between Nonantum square 
and Harvard square as nearly contin- 
uous us possible. 

It is therefore 

Ordered, That the Boston Elevated 
Railway Company maintain a suit- 
able waiting station on its premises 
at the Watertown car barn, with an

Aldermen Transact Large Amount ol Business al 
Lengthy Session 


The many Christian Scientists of 
this city, which was the home of Mrs. 
Mary Baker Eddy, for the last year of 
her life, will be interested in the plans 
now being made for a suitable memor- 
ial to Mrs. Eddy to be erected over 
her grave at Mt. Auburn Cemetery. 

The movement for a memorial be- 
gan about four years ago, and the fund 
a year ago amounted to over $75,000. 

We are able to produce today an il- 
lustration of the memorial as it will 
appear. It is from the accepted design 
by Mr. Egcrton Swartwout of New 
York city. The memorial, including a 
fund for its future maintenance, is es- 
timated to cost $110,000. A general 
contract for its construction has been 
let to Mr. Elbert S. Barlow of New 
York city, and the work hns actually 
boon begun. 

The site is not only one of great 


natural beauty, but on account of Its 
grade has rendered possible a more 
picturesque and interesting treatment 
architecturally than would be possible 
on a perfectly level lot. The plot, 
which is approximately eighty feet 
square, slopes gradually from the lev- 
el of the roadway to the lake with a 
drop of about 10 feet. The memorial 
consists of a circular open colonnade 
of eight columns, resting upon a Btylo- 
bate of three steps, surrounded on the 
front by a circular platform slightly 
above the natural grade, from which 
platform a double flight of steps leads 
to a lower platform at the lake’s edge. 
Tbe scheme has no prototype and is 
merely a screen of columns open to 
the sky, enclosed a flower-grown cir- 
cle. 

The material to be used for the me- 
morial Is white granite, the inscrip- 


tion In the frieze and upon the top of 
the pylons being of white bronze let 
deep into the stone work. The detail, 
which on account of the size of the 
reproduction is only indicated, is en- 
tirely floral in form and free in treat- 
ment. the wild rose and the morning- 
glory being used as the main motives. 
It is Interesting architecturally to note 
that while it is extremely free in 
treatment and not at all conventional, 
yet the effect obtained oil* a plaster 
model of full size, which Is now in 
course of construction, is generally 
very classic in feeling. The extreme 
width of the memorial is about fifty 
feet, and the colonnade is eighteen 
feet in diameter. The columns them- 
selves are fifteen feet in height and 
are similar in general character to 
those in the Clepsydra of Andronicos 
of Cyrrhus.

An ordinance regulating sick pay 
and vacations was adopted after a 
slight amendment had been accepted. 
The new ordinance allows one week 
absence for sickness at full pay and 
one day in addition for every year the 
person has been in the service of the 
city. After the expiration of the per- 
iod’ of full pay, half pay is allowed for 
two weeks and then for a period of 
two days for every year in the city 
service. A list of officers to which this 
ordinance would apply was also 
adopted.

In connection with report leave to 
withdraw of the Committee on Fran- 
chises. on various petitions for trans- 
portation of liquor. Alderman Malcolm 
stated that he believed the Board was 
mnking a mistake In regard to tho 
method of handling the liquor trans- 
portation permits. The petitioners in 
question were men of good reputation 
and men whom the Polics Department 
had reported were doing a legitimate 
express business. He believed the 
Board wns losing sight of the object 
thnt persuaded them to discontinue 
the granting of these permits. That 
object, as he understood it. was to de- 
crease the consumption of liquor in 
Newton, and in his opinion this had 
not been done. After the permits had 
been refused the first year and only 
one granted to the American Express 
Co. charged high prices and gave poor 
service, and the dealers commenced to 
deliver themselves. Alderman Mal- 
colm was of the opinion that more 
liquor was being consumed in Newton 
today than under the old system. 
There are no restrictions placed upon 
the dealers and no records are se- 
cured as to the amount of liquor be- 
ing brought Into the City. He stated 
that at present liquor was cheaper In 
the City of Newton than under the old 
system. When the expressmen were 
permitted to bring liquor Into the 
City they charged for that transporta- 
tion — 26c for a case of beer. The beer 
sells for $1.25 a case and is delivered 
free by the dealers and under tho new 
system it is possible for those who use 
tiie beer to secure 5 cases for the 
same price they used to secure four 
under the old system. He urged the 
Board not to accept the report of the 
Committee. Alderman Hollis urged 
the Board not to discriminate against 
local expressmen, and AV. 0. Harring- 
ton, Johnson & Keyes Ex. Co. and 
Charles G. Newcomb were granted 
leave to withdraw by n rising vote. 14 
in favor. 7 opposed. F. Gasbarri, was 
granted leave to withdraw by a rising 
vote. 15 in favor, 6 opposed. 

The Finance committee report of 
inexpedient on request for $7.50 for 
tire rims purchased by the Forest 
Commissioner, without authority, was 
opposed by Alderman Murphy who 
said that in view of the wide, difference 
of opinion over what constituted auto- 
mobile equipment and automobile 
maintenance, he believed that the 
Commissioner was jutified in changing 
over his tire rims. Alderman Pratt 
said that the Forest Commissioner 
had been before the Finance commit- 
tee In 1914 over a similar matter of 
automobile equipment and knew very 
well that he ought to have had author- 
ity to make this change. While the 
amount was trifling, the line must be 
drawn somewhere as the Forest Com- 
missioner understood the matter, and 
as there was also some question as 
to the advisability of making the 
change in tho tires, the Committee 
disapproved the item. The action of 
the committee was then sustained.

Alderman Jamieson quoted statistics 
showing that Cambridge, Somerville 
and Brookline with a combined area 
of 17 square miles have 249 police 
officers, while Newton with an area 
of 18 square miles has hut 65 patrol- 
men. 

The report of the Committee was 
then rejected 10 in favor.

of the groat value of this work which 
has been done by the Federation. And 
It is with a feeling of real regret that 
it hns been nlmndoned. 

The report of the Hospital Relief 
Work brought In tangible form an- 
other evidence of the power of federa- 
tion and the chairman. Mrs. Royal 
Whlton, received prolonged applause 
front the delegates in recognition of 
all that had been done. 

The reports from the departments 
of work opened with that of the Bu- 
reau of Information given by Mrs. G. 
F. Salisbury and was followed hv that 
of Public Health by Mrs. diaries O. 
Tyler. After which came a brief pres- 
entation of the work of the American 
Society for the Prevention and Control 
of Cancer by Mrs. Clipstone Sturgis 
secretary of the local Boston commit- 
tee. She stated that with the excep- 
tion of tuberculosis cancer Is the most 
destructive disease; at the age of forty 
or over. In every eight women and 
one In every eleven men die from It. 
It is a controllable disease, and three- 
fourths of It may lie prevented. Tho 
speaker emphasized the hopefulness of 
the dlsense when attacked properly. 

The polls were open at the noon 
hour where everything was carried on 
in proper Australian ballot form. 

At the opening of the afternoon ses- 
sion the following new clubs were 
presented: Browning Club of South 
Easton. Chatham Woman's Club, Civic 
Club of lyoe; Florence Nightingale 
Club of Somerville. Merrlmac Woman’s 
Club, Springfield Equal Suffrage 
Wednesday Club of East Walpole. West 
Medford Woman’s Club, West Village 
Woman’s Club of North Reading, Wor- 
cester Equal Franchise Club and the 
Quincy Federation of Women's Clubs. 

'J'he rest of the session was given 
to the reports of the three so-called 
cultural committees. Literature. Music 
and Art. followed most appropriately 
by an address on "Beauty In our Cit- 
ies” by Mr. I^orado Taft of Chicago 
Mr. Toft’s address was enlivened 
throughout with humorous touches 
and at tho same time contained much 
information and many truths often 
lost sight of as to the value of beauti- 
fying our cities. The foreigners, he 
said, misunderstand us continually. 
We are idealists and It Is necessary 
for the good name of our cities that 
we show something beyond. 

Mr. Taft would have some plan 
and some significance In the decora- 
tions with which we embellish our 
cities Instead of sprinkling about our 
statues promiscuously. Many cities, 
he said, have too much sculpture. He 
expressed his belief In fountains. 
There is something alive and refresh- 
ing about them. We need these sym- 
bols of sweetness and joy in life. He 
closed his address with a description 
of the plans which he lias for decorat- 
ing tho Midway in Chicago and of the 
fountains upon which he is already 
at work. 

In the evening the Slppican Club 
tendered the delegates a reception and 
an entertainment consisting of music 
and a dramatic reading of “Mid-Sum- 
mer Night's Dream" by Miss Iva Rob- 
erts. 

Friday morning found the conven- 
tion at a high pitch of excitement. A 
certain restlessness had characterized 
all the sessions. While close atten- 
tion was given each speaker during 
an address, yet the moment one fin- 
ished speaking the convention was 
alive and it was often with difficulty 
that the president brought them hack 
to business. The first hour was tak- 
I en up with the reports of Civil Service 
j Reform. Conservation. Legislative, and 
] Industrial and Social Conditions. The 
| subject of “Unemployment Insurance” 
was presented by Mr. Ordwuy Tend. 

‘ In closing her report of tho Legis- 
lative department for the season Mrs. 
Julius Andrews expressed a strong 
conviction that without the ballot Leg- 
islative work was well nigh futile. 

Then came the report of the Resolu- 
tion committee presented by Mrs. Her- 
bert J. Gurney, chairman. The first 
four, 1. Endorsing the platform of 
the Women’s Peace Party; 2. Urging 
the clubs to work for the appointment 
of police women; 3. For continued 
Interest in and study of the legislative 
measures endorsed by tile Federation 
at its mid- winter meeting; 4. That the 
raising of a State Endowment of $25,- 
000 he postponed until financial con- 
ditions warrant; were all quickly out 
of the way with little difference of 
Opinion. But tlie 5th; Whereas the 
question of political equality of men 
and women is today the vital prob- 
lem under discussion throughout the 
world; therefore be it resolved, That 
we record our earnest belief in the 
principles of political equality regard- 
less of sex, brought a debate which 
will not soon he forgotten. More than 
two hours was given up to tlie con- 
sideration of this resolution and nev- | 
er was tlie Federation more alive than 
at that moment. Over forty persons 
took part in tlie discussion and it was 
always on a high plane and free from 
disagreeable personalities. Of course 
tlie opposition tried to delay matters 
in every way possible, by questioning 
rulings of the chair, by a motion to 
table, and even by a motion to adjourn, 
failing in all these a ballot was called 
for, but defeated, and the filial vote 
resulted 111 203 to ill) in favor of tlie 
resolution. Prolonged applause fol- 
lowed the announcement of the result, 
hut the meeting adjourned without 
further demonstration. 

At tlie afternoon Hessiou came a re- 
port of tlie Conference for Rural Prog- 
ress by Mrs. George M. Buker, tlie 
Federation representative, and the re- 
ports of the Education, Home Econ- 
omics and Civics departments. The 
report of tlie Credentials committee 
showed the presence of 397 delegates 
during the two days and that of tlie 
tellers that tlie ticket presented by the 
nominating committee hud been elect- 
ed.

Sir: 

Newton has so many fine chestnut 
trees that any Information regarding | 
the chestnut-hllght fungus, which Is 
threaten'ng nil the chestnuts of New 
England, must be of Interest. 

Recent Investigations have shown 
that the disease Is transmitted from 
tree to tree by means of the powder- 
like spores which after any warm rain 
are carried by the air In great num- 
bers to a distance of at least four hun- 
dred feet. During dry periods, on the 
other hand, there is little or no carri- 
age ol spores. 

The obvious conclusion is that the 
diseased and therefore dangerous trees 
should he destroyed as early as possi- 
ble and that dry weather should bo 
chosen for the operation.

Owners of Small Garages Will Be Saved 

Considerable Annoyame 

■ 

I City councils, boards of selectmen 
and motorists nre to be relieved of 
much bother through a change that 
has been made by Fire Prevention 
Commissioner .John A. O’Keefe of the 
Metropolitan district in the rules and 
regulations governing the licensing of 
garnges. Under the rules of the com- 
missioner. all garages, except some 
small garages erected prior to the 
passage of the law of 1911, were re- 
quired to lie certified by the City Coun- 
cil or the selectmen. This meant that 
the owners had to petition for a cer- 
tificate, pay a fee, wait some weeks 
for remonstrants to appear if there 
were any, and then finnlly perhaps a 
hearing. 

This process took up so much time 
of the city and town authorities and 
of motorists that some time ago a con- 
ference was held at the commission- 
er’s office attended by city councilmen. 
selectmen, fire chiefs, building in- 
spectors and others. In an effort to 
devise some plan to simplify the mat- 
ter of garage licenses. The develop- 
ment of this conference is the new 
rule which is just about being pro- 
mulgated. 

Under this rule the business of 
granting certificates for garages for 
one or two cars. In which not more 
than fifty gallons of gasolene is kept, 
is transferred from the city council or 
the selectmen to the inspector of 
buildings. The inspector is required 
to visit the garage, and if he finds that 
it complies with the requirements for 
garages of its class, he is authorized 
to grant the necessary certificate. 
With this new rule in effect all the 
motorists will have to do will be to 
ask the inspector to look at his gar- 
age, and if it is all right, he will is- 
sue a certificate at once, under which 
the owner can keep one or two cars 
and a barrel of gasolene. 

The business of granting certificates 
for large garages and issuing licenses 
for the storage of gasolene in excess 
of fifty gallons remains with the city 
councils and the selectmen. The 
building inspector will notify the 
chief of the fire department of the gar- 
ages he has inspected, and for which 
he has issued certificates. In this 
way the fire department will be in 
possession of full knowledge of all the 
garages in a city or town, their loca- 
tion and character.

— opponents of equal lights. To lessen 

the force of it. they tell us that "pop- 
ulation votes, not area." and they 
point out that most of tills country's 
population still lives In territory 
whore women do not vote. 

This is true, but not to the point. 
Bigness of population proves nothing 
on the woman question. China has 
more people than the United States, 
the British Isles. Germany. France. 
Spain. Italy. Austria. Belgium and the 
continent of South America combined: 
but this does not prove that it Is a' 
good thing to hind women's feet. In- 
dia and China together have a larger 
population than all the rest of the 
world; but it does not follow that the 
rest of the world ought to adopt their 
wav of treating women. 

In the early years ol the equal 
rights movement ninety-nine hun- 
dredths of this country's population 
lived In States which denied women 
access to collegiate education and to 
the professions, and if married, to any 
share in the control of their property, 
earnings or children. That was no 
good argument against a change.

"Voting is not a right denied, but a 
privilege granted. If we give votes to 
women, we do not correct Injustice, 
we experiment In legislation, if voting 
hv women could he shown to add to 
the happiness, efficiency and progress 
of the State, women ought to vote. 

"It has not been shown so far that 
votes by women have added to the real 
value of government: until It has done 
so, there should be a decent pause and 
1 co-operation In work on social meas- 
ures which we know are urgent and! 
workable. 

"For example, the questions of dis- 
ease preventions, of Infant welfare, of! 
mental and moral defectives, of immi- 
gration. of unemployment, of labor, of 
housing, ■ot education, and also the 
problems of our country's defense. The 
air is filled with cries for help, and for 
all these cries and problems there Is 
need of study and work. 

"Furthermore, "we know that we can 
hv such study and work achieve some- 
thing. There Is no battle line as to 
these matters. tVe are all agreed that 
they need our attention and our best 
efforts and that such efforts will secure 
reward and make an assured contribu- 
tion to human progress.

The past year has been one of un- 
usual activity in tile home economics 
field. Tills is doubtless due. in part, 
to the increased economic pressure on 
every home in the land, and in part, 
to the fact that homemaking is now 
recognized as a business for which 
special training is necessary. 

Our first work of the year was an 
exhibit of labor saving devices at the 
Domestic Science and Pure Food Ex- 
position held in Mechanics Hall dur- 
ing the month of October. 

During the past year this commit- 
tee has cooperated with the Massa- 
chusetts Agricultural College and with 
the New England Home Economics 
Association in giving free lecture 
courses for the purpose of presenting 
to as many women in the state as pos- 
sible information on subjects pertain- 
ing to homemaking and to aiouse in- 
terest in a state-wide campaign of 
education on the subject of home eco- 
nomics. 

We have also in cooperation with 
the Women’s Municipal League car- 
ried on a campaign for the extermina- 
tion of the house fly in this state. The 
"Talks to Homemakers" which were 
an experiment in 1914 have ceased to 
be an experiment and were continued 
this past year as a part of our reg- 
ular work. Taking in consideration 
the present economic conditions, these 
talks were planned to bring practical 
information to ' the Home maker and 
club woman. 

Our last work for this year was pre- 
paring a "Booklet" of suggestive pro- 
grams. outlines, bibliographies, and 
topics of discussions. This, obviously, 
is for the use of the home economic 
chairman in planning the work for 
the coming year, and was arranged in 
response to the many letters received 
each summer asking for suggestions 
or for definite information along these 
lines. In arranging our work for the 
coming year, let us have in mind the 
definition of home economics as adopt- 
ed by the American Home Economics 
Association; "Home Economics as a 
distinctive subject of instruction, is 
the study of the economics, sanitary, 
and esthetic aspects of food, clothing, 
and shelter as connected with their 
selection, preparation, and use by the 
family in the home or by other groups 
of people," and let us also realize that 
there is a needed place for home eco- 
nomics in the club work, if only to 
emphasize the truth to a criticising 
world that the women's club move- 
ment is not blazing and beating a path 
that leads away from the home, but is 
steadily giving to the home better 
knowledge and higher ideals.

ly meeting, thoughts and suggestions 
lor broadening the scope of the work 
have been forthcoming. Each year, 
more clubs arc following the lines of 
work planned, and so far. reports 
have been gratifying. 

Following the two Outlines for 
Study presented in previous year a 
suggestive list of hooks upon musical 
subjects lias been printed for class 
\ ork. Lists will lie mailed upon ap- 
plication. 

The closing o: the Boston Opera 
House suggested a problem greater 
than any confronted by the depart- 
ment. vet. If endorsed and supported 
bv the large number of women renre- 
sonted by the Federation, a problem 
worthy of consideration. Massachu- 
setts lias a new conception of Grand 
Opera. Hawaii Hubbard has roused 
and developed an interest in it. and 
lias taken away from It. all mystery 
rnd formality. He lias In his pre- 
liminary talks, shown the possibility 
in Boston, of an Opera unique in 
America. He suggests and has em- 
phasized the need of more Opera sung 
in English. — arguing, that if English 
\ as good enough for Shakespeare, it 
is good enough for Opera. 

Numerous letters describe the splen- 
did work in club music, and the op- 
portunity for greater musical service 
for our department is growing. In- 
deed, the growing interest in music 
throughout the country lias been to 
some extent the result of t lie excellent 
music work done in clubs. With this 
in mind, it is proposed to federate all 
music chairmen, and music committee 
members, ami to arrange for occasional 
meetings in Boston next season. If 
feasible, meetings will he held, that 
those interested may labor together 
for a greater community interest in 
music. Our slogan is "More Music." 
Music has a message for every human 
being, and when each human being 
has received this message, the work 
ot the music department will have 
been perfected, for through a vital in- 
terest in and a greater appreciation 
of music, people will understand (11 
the courtesy of “absolute silence" 
through a musical performance; (2) 
the importance of inculcating a good 
musical taste in children; (3) the 
necessity of the parent's help In de- 
veloping this taste; and more than 
all. (4) the joy of living in a commun- 
ity where harmony prevails.

interest in the education of the Im- 
migrants In Massachusetts. 

Miss Mary Wlllcox of Newtonville 
has under the nuspiecs of the commit- 
tee, written and published three vain 
able graphlets entitled, “The Educa- 1 
tion of the Foreign Woman," "Eng- i 
lisli for Immigrant Woman," and "A 
Board of Immigration.” There is a 
gratifying interest in tills subject, and 
at least tortv clubs are doing definite 
work for the immigrants in their com - \ 
niunltles. Clubs report work not only , 
in the two directions mentioned but 
also In the various other types stress- I 
ed by the Education committee, to wit. 
mousing Interest in Vocational Edu- j 
cation, co-opcrnting in the formation 
of Parent-Teacher Associations, form- 
ing classes In Training for Citizenship, 
lictures on Peace and forming classes 
in Local History. 

About two hundred clubs have Edu- 
cation committees or do work that 
may he classed as educational work. 
A definite effort has been made tills 
year urging clubs having no such 
committee to incorporate one into 
their organization. Many clubs sup- 
port Student isian Funds or Scholar- 
ship Funds and have done so for many 
years.

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The Art department has held five 
conferences during the season of 1914- ; request. 

1915, two of which were held in the 

Museum of Fine Arts in Boston. The 
programs were mainly devoted to ad- 
dresses and discussions relating to the 
best methods of developing a true ap- 
preciation of beauty by the study of 
pictures and other art objects. Paint- 
ings and lantern slides owned by the 
Museum were used in illustration. 

Two conferences held in other cit- 
ies were devoted to Arts and Crafts, 
both incidental to exhibits arranged 
by the hostess clubs. A fifth confer- 
ence was held at the Massachusetts 
Normal Art School in Boston, for the 
purpose of acquainting the club wo- 
men of the State with the important 
work done by this institution, its far- 
reaching influence on the industrial 
art of the country, and its imperative 
need of a new building which it is 
hoped the State Legislature will au- 
thorize next winter. 

The Art Committee meets monthly 
to discuss methods of helping the 
clubs in their art study, and this year 
it has revised and reprinted the “Sug- 
gestions for Picture Study" prepared 
two years ago. This leaflet has re- 
ceived the commendation of such 
competent art teachers as Henry 
Turner Bailey and Rossiter Howard. 

From reports it appears that about 
one third of the Federated Clubs in 
Massachusetts are interested in some 
phase of art. This interest is shown 
by study classes and classes in handi- 
crafts, lectures, by organized visits to 
art museums and monuments, by an- 
nual subscriptions to the Boston Art 
Museum, by exhibits of paintings and 
of arts and crafts, by presenting pic- 
tures and prizes to schools, and by 
assisting art students 

The Art Department makes four 
recommendations for club work the 
coming year: First, that each club ap- 
point a committee to make a study of 
the worthy architecture, sculpture, 
mural painting, stained gluss. etc 
that may exist in the immediate vicin- 
ity, and report to this department with 
descriptions and photographs when 
possible. 

Second, that the clubs interested in 
Arts und Crafts take steps to develop 
the ai t quality in the work of their 
handicraft classes, by encouraging the 
study of good design, and the frequent 
observation of Museum collections 


COXSEKVATIOX 

It is a fortunate Conservation De- 
partment that finds Itself in n stnte 
which has a Conservation policy. 
Massachusetts has such a policy. 

The Conservation Committee of the 
State Federation has aimed to keep 
in touch with the State policy. The 
Committee meetings have been minia- 
ture conferences with addresses by 
able speakers. The subjects have fol- 
lowed a logical sequence Conservation 
in its broadest interpretation; Birds 
and Bird Protection ; Moths and other 
Tree Rests; Good Roads with special 
reference to National Trails and the 
Lincoln Highway, and an illustrated 
stereopticon lecture on Town and City I 
Improvement, with special regard to | 
Parks, Playgrounds, and Roadside 
Planting. 

The awakening interest in these sub- 
jects is apparent in the many requests 
for study outlines aiid for information 
as to practical work. in order to 
meet these needs, the State Committee 
lias given much thought to the prep- 
aration of a circular which has been

The most significant work in Libra- 
ry Extension is the "Story Telling”. 
Eleven Clubs have arranged and sup- 
ported "Story Telling Hours." To 
show what it means in social welfare, 
I quote from the Brockton report: 
“The audiences were composed of 
children ranging in age from eight to 
twelve, largely of foreign parentage, 
rarely seeing a hook in their homes 
and whose only avenue to literature 
outside the schoolroom is through the 
Story Hour.” 

That the children themselves were 
filled with eagerness to receive all 
that was provided for them is shown 
by the fact that they were generally 
on hand from one-half to one whole 
hour in advance of the time stated for 
the story telling, and incidentally, they 
were becoming familiar with the prop- 
er use of the English language, which 
is no small item in the education of 
our future citizens.”

competent advisory committee pass 
upon tlie articles entered in order to 
giadually raise the standard of work 
and further the education of tlie work- 
ers. 

Third, that the clubs interest them 
selves in the work of tlie Massachu- 
setts Normal Art School, and assist 
in creating a public opinion through- 
out tlie State that will demand proper 
buildings and facilities for its further 
development. 

Fourth, that the women's clubs em- 
brace the opportunity to subscribe to

During tlie year about 450 copies 
of tlie course ot reading, Social Ideals 
in Contemporary Literature, have been 
uistnimieu. Remaining copies of our 
first leaflet have been exhausted. It 
these facts are correctly interpreted, 
must we not conclude that tlie women 
oi Massachusetts are reading witli the 
conscious purpose lo secure through 


tlie fund for securing Dallin's noble j Dteiuture a sympathetic understand- 
ing of fills complex life to which we 
so seriously dedicate our efforts. 

Women’s responsibility for the maw- 
kish sentimentality ot much current 
nclioii and drama lias been urged witli 
emphasis and a degree of justice. A 
recent article by an English critic as- 
sails vindictively the "taste of the 
middle-aged woman" to which greedy 
publishers pander lo the detriment of 
heller literature. The grain of truth 
in his arrangement suggests a re- 
newed eflort to lake ourselves out of 
the "Weary Giant" class of readers 
and dedicate our reading time to the 
vital and essential books ot this and 
all ages. 

The courses of study prepared by 
the General Federation harmonize with 
the plans being piomulgated by our 
department of Education in relation 
to our alien population. For that rea- 
son and because these studies are un 
effort to secure through their litera- 
ture a sympathetic understanding ot 
the several European nations repre- 
sented among us in large numbers, we 
are recommending these outlines for 
group study and individual reading

Education 

Tlie Education committee experi- 
enced a Bevere loss at tlie very begin- 
ning of the club season ot 1914-15 
when its honored chairman. Mrs. Ellor 
Carlyle Hipley, resigned to accept the 
chairmanship of the Education Com- 
mittee of the General Federation. Tlie 
work huH been carried on by the Com- 
mittee us tar as possible as Mrs. Rip- 
ley bad planned it. 

The constructive activities of the 
Committee have been applied especi- 
ally to secure the investigation ot 


Early in the club year, the follow- 
ing suggestions for practical work 
were sent to the presidents of all fed- 
erated clubs of the state, with the 
hope of obtaining greater activity in 
the work of this department: 

Inform yourselves of the meaning 
and value ot Civil Service Reform. 
Have a committee ot one or more who 
will call the attention of the club 
members to legislation and other mat- 
ters affecting the efficiency ot the 
Civil Service. Urge educational work 
along these lines in the public schools. 
Offer a prize for the best essay on 
some phase of the Merit System, 
where co-operation of school authori- 
ties can be secured. Know to what ex- 
tent civil service is applied in your 
own town or city. Investigate anil re- 
port the conditions in local alms- 
houses or other houses tor the unfor- 
tunate. Base all criticism upon ac 
curate knowledge. Help this commit- 
tee and others by letting them know 
what you are doing. Make and ask 
for suggestions. This briefly sum- 
marizes the work which women’s clubs 
may do for the advancement ot this 
important factor in good government, 
the extension of the merit system^. 

Legislation affecting the Civil Serv- 
ice has been followed, and It is grat- 
ifying to report that all state bills ad- 
verse to the Merit System were de- 
feated, including the Spanish War 
Veteran's Preference bill, which the 
Federation has annually opposed. 

.Ceed for active opposition was not 
thought necessary this year. The 
most constructive and important piece 
of legislation was the passage of a 
bill placing all positions at the House 
of Correction of Boston, at Deer Is- 
land, under Civil Service Rules. 

It is to lie regretted that Federal 
legislation lias removed a number of 
Civil Service employees from tlie clas- 
sified list, thus weakening the merit 
system, notwithstanding the fact 
that tlie administration was pledged 
"to honestly and rigidly enforce the 
law pertaining to the Civil Service, to 
tlie end that merit and ability should 
lie tlie standard of appointment and 
promotion rather than service to a 
political party." . 

From the answers which have been 
received from clubs, in response to 
the question in the “Bulletin" What 
inis your club done this year to fur- 
ther tlie interests of Civil Service Re- 
form. and to extend a knowledge of 
its value? We find several clubs of- 
fered prizes for the best essay on 
some piiase of the Merit System to tlie 
pupils in tlie public schools. As a 
preparation for the writing of tlie es- 
says. several clubs furnished speak- 
ers who created the interest, and gave 
valuable information. A number of 
clubs also interested teachers in pre- 
senting the subject to their pupils in 
Civil Government, history und Eng- 
lish classes. For what tills committee 
considers of first importance, tlie in- 
formation of members, several ciuos 
hud lectures on the subject. 

It is a pleasure to receive these re- 
ports of activity in the clubs, but we 
do not consider tliut the federated 
clubs in general give the attention to 
tliiH subject which its importance mer- 
its. We believe, however, tliut a lack 
ot Information and definite method 
lias been tlie cause of the inactivity 
of some clubs at least, and it is to 
meet this need that un "Outline ot 
Suggestions for the Advancement ot 
Civil Service Reform through the 
Agency of Women's Clubs" has beeu 


prepared and published by the depart- 
ment. This is a working program 
with references, which we hope will 
be of assistance to the clubs which 
are willing to give attention to this 
most vital subject. 

With the increasing complexity of 
modern public business, and the ad- 
ditional demands which yearly are 
made on the State and National pub- 
lic service, so much greater becomes 
the necessity for efficiency of adminis- 
tration. It is the essential need of 
this efficiency, which alone can pre- 
vent public waste, and thereby guar- 
antee public economy, that should con- 
stitute the great incentive to women’s 
clubs to work for the complete estab- 
lishment of the merit system. To im- 
press upon the minds of the youth 
of today who will be the citizens of 
tomorrow that personal efficiency and 
not partizanshin and favoritism con- 
stitutes the only guarantee of good 
government, is a work to which the 
women ot this country may well de- 
vote their time and energy. Careless- 
ness and indifference on the part o f 
citizens are the greatest enemies of 
good government, and while much 
progress in Civil Service Reform has 
been made, yet constant and earnest 
work is still neeeded that the stand- 
ard thus far attained may not be low- 
ered.

en vehicles for hire, to locate stenm 
engines, etc. The bulk of the work 
on licenses coiiicb in April, as most li- 
censes expire by statute on April 30th. 
As there are always hundreds of peti- 
tions, and as the committee usually 
grants hearings on the most important 
matters, the meetings are always long 
and arduous, some of them lasting un- 
til the wee small hours. 

While ench city government has the 
right to act as it wishes on these mat- 
ters, it has become the policy of the 
city to grant but twenty junk licenses, 
to refuse licenses for pool rooms where 
any considerable remonstrance is 
made, to impose careful restrictions 
on power boot licenses, and to limit 
the number of Common Victualler li- 
censes. 

The consideration of matters relat- 
ing to city buildings is a new function 
of this committee, having been added 
to its work a year or two ago, because 
tlie work of the committee on Public 
Works had become a trifle too strenu- 
ous. The committee gives careful con- 
sideration to the so called special re- 
pairs to our public buildings, usually 
relating to such matters as changes and 
improvements in heating and ventilat- 
ing. painting and repairs involving any 
large expense, the smaller repairs be- 
ing handled by the Public Buildings 
Commissioner under the $20,000 ap- 
propriation for maintenance of Pub- 
lic Property. In this connection, this 
committee, as well as the other com- 
mittees, travels close to the line which 
the city charter stipulates shall divide 
the executive and legislative branches. 
Neither the committees nor the board 
of aldermen can dictate to the execu- 
tive departments as to how the money 
appropriated for city business, shall 
be expended but the board, usually 
acting thru Its committees, has the 
undoubted right to refuse to make the 
appropriation unless satisfied as to 
the merits of the proposition. The 
erection of new school houses, or other 
matters involving a considerable ap- 
propriation, is usually handled by the 
aldermen authorizing a small appro- 
priation for plans and for obtaining 
bids under such plans, and when these 
bids are obtained, the whole matter is 
again considered by the board and its 
committee, before the principal appro- 
priation is authorized. The matter of 
erecting a city garage is now being 
acted upon in this matter, the bids re- 
ceived being larger than at first esti- 
mated. negotiations are now under 
way to cut down the plans, and there- 
by reduce the cost to a point which 
the committee and the board deem rea- 
sonable. 

The committee on Public Works has 
much important work to consider 
thruout the entire year. In the spring 
it usually gives a large amount of 
time and attention to the annual ap- 
propriations for the routine work of 
the Street Department, with which it 
has the most to do. Petitions for the 
laying out of streets, either under gen- 
eral law or under the law authorizing 
the assessment of betterments, for the 
laying of conncrete sidewalks under 
the betterment law, for street sprink- 
ling, for the laying of water, mains, or 
any work done by the Water Depart- 
ment, and for the construction of sew- 
ers, are acted upon by this committee. 
The aldermen have power to lay sew- 
ers in public streets without notice to 
the abuttors. altho every sewer now 
entails an assessment of 20 cents a 
front foot and one cent per square 
foot of area for a distance of 125 feet 
from the street line. Where sewers are 
to lie laid in streets which are not yet 
accepted as public streets, a hearing 
has to lie given and every abuttor noti- 
fied, before the board can legally take 
action. From $40,000 to $50,000 is us- 
ually expended annually for sewer 
work. 

While concrete sidewalks can be laid 
on direct petition of the abuttor to the

CONTEST ON CHARLES RIVER 

Many canoes and power boats on 
the Charles River were entered in a 
contest held Saturday at Weston 
Bridge, under auspices of the Auburn- 
dale and Riverside Canoe Association. 
A dinner set. donated by a Boston 
company, was awarded by the judges 
to Jack Gaw, owner of the motor boat 
Marion E.. as being the best equipped 
boat on the river.

C. Ames, one of the canoeists. The 
judges were the officers of the asso- 
ciation. Harry D. Swisher, president: 
Lewis E. Connolly, vice-president, and 
B. S. Jackson, secretary. 


The hoard of Gas A- Electric Light 
Commissioners which has been con 
sidering for over a year, a petition of 
residents of this city, for a reduction 
In the price for gas. made Its decision 
this week, and recommends that after 
August 1st. the price to be charged 
for gas by the local gas company shall 
be 85 cents a 1000 feet, a reduction of 
five cents from the presrnt price. 

The opinion of the Commission is as 
follows : — 

The territory supplied by this com- 1 
patiy includes the cities of Newton and 
Waltham and the towns of Watertown. 
Wellesley and Weston, and has a pop- 
ulation of approximately 90.000. Prior 
to 1903 the company was owned local- 
ly. It supplied gas in all the munici- 
palities named, save Waltham, and 
electricity in Newton and Watertown, 
and Waltham was supplied with 
both gas and electricity by the Wal- 
tham Gas Light Co.. In that year all of 
the capital stock of the Newton Co. 
was acquired in the interest of the 
Edison Company of Bostpn with a 
view to the purchase by the latter of 
its electric property. In 1909 this i 
plan was consummated in a transac- 
tion whereby the Edison company ac- 
quired the electric properties of both 
the Newton and Waltham companies, 
and the Newton company with the 
$500,000 received for its electric prop- 
erty purchased the gas property of 
the Waltham company. At the same 
time the capital stock of the Newton 
company was acquired by the trustees 
of a voluntary association known as 
the “Massachusetts Gas Companies”, 
who also own the stock of the Boston 
Consolidated Gas Company and the 
New England Gas and Coke Company, 
as well as certain other gas companies 
and also certain trading companies en- 
gaged in producing, transporting and 
selling coal in the Boston market. In 
1904 a contract was made for the pur- 
chase of gas from the Bay State xr.i 
Massachusetts Pipe Line Gas Compan- 


ies (since merged in the Boston Con- 
solidated Gas Company) for the supply 
of the Newton territory, and shortly 
after the Newton works were shut 
down. In 1908 the same policy was 
adopted as to the Waltham company. 
The gas purchased of the Boston com- 
pany is a mixed coal and water gas. 
The water gas is made by that com- 
pany in Its own works and the coal 
gas is purchased of the New England 
Gas and Coke Company, save so far as 
for brief periods the Boston company 
has produced a part of its supply in 
its own works. 

At the time of the consolidation 
the Newton and Waltham companies 
were both charging $1.00 a thousand 
cubic feet for gas. Shortly after the 
consolidation this price was reduced 
to 95 cents and the following year to 
90 cents, the present price. Since this 
last reduction the output has Increase 1 
about forty per cent. When this com- 
plaint was brought gas oil was selling 
at an abnormally high figure, mater- 
ially increasing the cost of the water 
gas made by the Boston company. 
This factor had led to an increase in 
the contract price in the gas sold the 
Newton company. Meantime, however, 
the price of oil has reached nearly its 
old level and a corresponding decrease 
in the price of the gas purchased of 
the Boston company has followed. 
These facts of themselves have an im- 
portant bearing upon the continuance 
of the present price of gas. 

As already described, the same per-

children, but It was neither written. 


The coming state primary, so far as 
the Republican party is concerned, 
promises to be as interesting as that 
held for many years.

County Commissioner Chester B. Wil- 
liams is also to be opposed at the pri- 
mary by Mr. John L. Dyer of Cam- 
bridge. and who intends to make a 
strong fight in every Middlesex 
village and farm. There is also a 
strong rumor that County Treasurer 
Joseph O. Hayden who has held that 
position for thirty years will have to 
fight Mr. McLean of his own city of 
Somerville for the honor. Take it all 
in all. Middlesex County promises to 
be a veritable hotbed of politics until 
the primary is held.

The average voter hardly realizes 
the opportunity for the loss of votes 
which the working out of the abolition 
of party enrollment will entail at the 
coming state primary on Sept. 21. 
Heretofore the primary ballots have 
been separate pieces of paper for each 
of the parties entering it. The recent 
verdict of the voters abolishing party 
enrollment means that the primary- 
ballot will now consist of one piece of 
paper, with one or two columns seg- 
regated for each party. The voter 
MUST confine his markings to but one 
of these parties, for. if he marks for 
candidates in more than one party, the 
entire ballot is thrown out. 

Too much emphasis cannot he made 
of this situation and the Republican 
city committee ought to take steps to 
inform every Republican voter in or- 
der that no votes shall be iost from 
this cause. 

The Boston Transcript had an inter- 
esting article Saturday night by form- 
er Congressman Charles G. Washburn 
of Worcester on possibility of the nom- 
ination of Senator John W. Weeks o? 
this city as the Republican candidate 
for President. It is said that if New 
Englanders would abandon the habit 
of saying ami believing that an East- 
ern man had no chance for this great 
honor, and turn about and boost for 
a local candidate, that the rest of the 
country would sit up and take notice.

This thoroughly disposes of the state- 
ments of the suffragists. Mrs. Nara- 
more was tried for the murder of her 
children and a verdict of Not Guilty by 
reason of Insanity was returned by the 
jury. She was sentenced on May 24. 
1901 to the Worcester Insane Asylum 
for the remainder of her natural life 
On Nov. 26, 1906 she was pardoned, Cur- 
tis Guild, Jr. being then Governor. 
That these events have not the slight- 
est connection with equal guardianship 
laws must be apparent to any intelli- 
gent person.

CHINESE LEADER GLAD OF 
RIGHTS 

Mrs. W. K. Chung founded the first 
Chinese private school tor girls in 
Hong Kong ten years ago. Mrs. Chung 
is an authority on women, for she 
has been a leader in the uphill fight 
of Chinese women for education and 
other rights. She is an ardent suffra- 
gist. and two years ago she voted for 
the members of the famous Assembly 
which included ten women. This as- 
sembly led the suffragists to coin the 
phrase "catching up with China.” 

"The revolution," said Mrs. Chung, 
who is visiting in New York, "did 
much good, and it lias not all been un- 
done. There were many good laws 
passed — one of them a law giving wo- 
men the right to control their proper- 
ty. Marriage laws and customs are 
better, too.” The reactionary party, 
which tins now tile upper hand in 
China, closed many of the schools, 
suspended the Assembly, suppressed 
the too radical papers and punished which he 
their editors.

They neglect to state, 
however, that the Colorado law was not 
the result of woman suffrage In that 
state, but was placed on the statute 
books through the efforts of a Buffalo 
woman, then a resident of Colorado, 
who before she undertook the work for 
equal guardianship in Colorado, re- 
turned to Buffalo and consulted with 
Mrs. George W. Townsend of that city, 
who had succeeded In securing an equal 
guardianship law in New Y’ork the year 
before, and who was able to advise her 
what lines to pursue. 

Mrs. Townsend was the active head 
of the Women’s Educational and Indus- 
trial Union of Buffalo and one of the 
most public spirited women of the state. 

Mrs. Townsend wrote regarding the 
matter: "Knowing that the woman suf- 
fragists had been working for long 
years to secure equal guardianship, our 
Union was especially careful that the 
Suffrage Association should not know 
of the Union's effort until after the law 
was passed. I remember that Miss An- 
thony called to see me as soon as she 
heard of it. and said. ’How did you ac- 
complish this great good and not let 
us know.' And I answered, 'Because 
we did not let you know.' I think 1 
was justified in saying that, because 
many men In both houses were so op- 
posed to woman suffrage that they 
would not have voted for our hills 
The guardianship hill was passed with- 
out a negative In either house." 

The suffragists have also spreaJ 
broadcast the statement that Massa- 
chusetts refused to pass an Equal 
Guurdlunshlp law until aroused by the 
tragic death of Mrs. Elizabeth Nara- 
more who kilh-d herself and her six 
children because her husband had 
o give the children away, 
uld do owing to the lack 
of an Equal Guurdlunshlp law. This 
suffrage statement Is typical In Its In- 
accuracy. In the tlrst place, Mrs. Nara- 
more is not dead. In the second place, 
the overseer of the Boor who had 
charge of the Nuramore case for the 
town' of Templeton, Is authority for the 
statement that there never wus any 
question of separating this mother 
from her children.

Insects That Carry Diseases. 

Sir Donald Russ, who discovered how 
the anopheles or mottled winged mos- 
quito carries malaria, gave In a lecture 
un uccount or other diseases that are 
carried by Insects or hugs Mosquitoes 
carry not only malaria, hut yellow 
fever, dengue fever and elephantiasis. 
Giossinu iiiorsltaus Is the currying 
ugent of the tropical disease known us 
uiugunu, while tsetse dies are the 
cause of sleeping sickness. 

The sptrochaetes of tick fever are 
borne by ticks, und a mild fever Is 
conveyed by sand flies. Plague Is due 
to the rut flea, which carries the para- 
sites In the salivary glands and leaves 
them In the desh of whomsoever It 
bites. Mediterranean fever Is carried 
principally by the mill; of infected 
goats, l/eprosy lias been attributed to 
bedbugs, and some are even beginning 
to think that measles Is due to Heas.— 
London Opinion. 


A Gladstone Anecdote. 

Lord Alverstoue tells this anecdote 
ot Gladstone in Uls "Recollections:” 

Mr. Gladstone wus very much In- 
terested In the Cnucusus. t had a 
friend. Captain X., who had recently 
come home from that district, and 1 
gave him a letter of Introduction to 
Mr. Gladstone. A few days later 1 
met Mr. Gladstone In Parliament 
street. He stopped me and said. 
‘Your friend, Captain X.. knows more 
about the Caucasus than any man 1 
ever met.' A few minutes afterward 
1 met Cnptaiu X. in Pall Mull. 1 said 
to him. 'Well, you have made a great 
impression on Mr. Gladstone.’

Water mains are usually laid as a 
routine matter on petition of the land 
owner who must guarantee to pay for 
five years, an amount equal to o'/c on 
the cost of laying that particular main. 
During this period any water rates 
paid by other persons on this main is 
credited to the guarantee. 

The Finance Committee has the im- 
portant work of co-ordinating all the 
expenses of the city to the ability ot 
i 'he tax payers, as well as limiting 
I the tax rate to an amount which will 
I make this city an attractive place of 
residence for wealthy and otherwise 
, desirable class of citizens. 

Tlie most important business of this 
! committee comes in the spring, when 
| the annual budget amounting to over 
( a million and a half of dollars is un- 
ifier consideration. Tlie Municipal Fi- 
nance law of 1913 made a radical

this budget, and considerably curtailed 
the jurisdiction of the board of aider- 
men.

The committee on Kenrick Fund ar- 
ranges for the distribution of the in- 
come of a fund of some $4000. a be- 
quest made nearly 100 years ago by 
John Kenrick, and the income of which 
is distributed among the “needy in- 
dustrious poor" of the city. 

The committee on Mayor's Address 
generally looks over the recommenda- 
tions made at the beginning of the 
year by the mayor and refers them to 
the proper committees for further con- 
sideration. 

The high standard of city govern- 
.'ment which lias been the proud boast 
of Newton for many years, is largely 
due to tlie faithful attention given to 
the committee work by members of 
our board of aldermen, and our citi- 
zens should realize the valuable serv- 
ice which is being given them, day 
by day and week by week by these gen- 
tlemen, who thru a sense of public 
duty, are devoting their time and their 
energy to the public weal.

sons own and manage ail of the com- 
panies concerned in the production 
and distribution of the gns supplied 
to the Newton companies. The profits 
of these companies, however derived, 
as well ns of the other allied compan- 
ies to which reference has been made 
are pooled to meet tlie interest and 
dividend requirements of the associa- 
tion. Because of the existing relation 
the profits of tlie Newton company 
reach its owners, the Massachusetts 
Das Companies, not only through the 
dividends but hardly less directly, If 
less obviously, from the sale of gas 
to it by the lloston company. So far 
ns physical property is concerned, 
since the present owners assumed con- 
trol the Newton company has been 
developed as an integral part of the 
Boston system. While its works are 
still capable of operation, they are no 
longer adequate for its needs, and 
there is no reasonable cause to believe 
that they will ever again be operated, 
save in some extraordinary emergency. 

In view of these facts It is unneces- 
sary for the purposes of this case to 
determine separately and conclusively 
the reasonableness of the price charg- 
ed in any single transaction between 
the two companies or of the dividends 
received ulrectly from the pronts of 
the business of the Newton company, 
it is the actual profit from all sourc- 
es received by tlie owners of its stock 
which will determine the reasonable- 
ness of tlipir return. 

The relations described involve 
some important and difficult questions 
loucuing the respective equities of the 
-xewton and tne Boston consumers. 
No permanently satisfactory answer 
can be based merely upon the separate 
corporate existence oi the companies 
concerned in their supply. Both are 
engaged in a public service and are 
anected with a public interest. They 
are within their charter powers and 
are doubtless actuated uy a sound bus- 
iness Juugment in concentrating the 
production of gas for the entire terri- 
tory within common control. But, so 
lar as tne consumers are concerned, 
tue tact remains that tne source 01 
their supply is common and to the 
extent to wnich the cost of producing 
the gas affects the price to the con- 
sumer, the Board has difficulty in lind- 
ing any greater or different oollgation 
on the part of the Newton as compared 
with the Boston consumer. Broadly 
speaking tills is also true with re- 
spect to distribution, administrative 
and other expenses, although, because 
of the separate corporate organization 
maintained, distribution expenses are 
more clearly distinguishable and at- 
tributable to the different groups ot 
customers. The company claimed ana 
the returns show a difference oi about 
nve cents in the cost of distributing 
gas in the Newton as compared witu 
me Boston territory. On the other 
hand, it practically conceded tue 
soundness of wliat has been said in 
a suggestion at the opening of the 
hearing looking to tlie consolidation 
of the companies. This suggestion 
was later withdrawn and it would be 
inexpedient to consider it here further 
than to say that its discussion would 
necessarily involve another problem 
of great importance, inasmuch as the 
dividend and price is fixed tor tlie Bos- 
ton company by the so-called "Sliding 
Scale" statute, applicable only to that 
company, and an inquiry is now pend- 
ing as to the expediency of that form 
of regulation. 

A good deal was said at the hearings 
with respect to the question of depre- 
ciation. Under the former local man- 
agement a dividend of eight per cent 
was maintained for many years and 
a substantial surplus, invested in fixed 
property, was built up out of earnings. 
Doubtless this surplus is more than 
sufficient to take care of the inevitable 
loss resulting from the abandonment 
of the generating works and also o: 
the excess paid for the Waltham prop- 
erty over any reasonable valuation of 
the plant acquired. The present own- 
ers, however, have made no charges 
to depreciation other than for mains, 
services and meters abandoned, taken 
up or retired from service. Fractical- 
ly all extensions have been built with 
borrowed money, and, between the 
price paid for the gas purchased of 
the Boston company and the dividends 
paid to the stockholders, substantially 
all of the earnings have been exhaust- 
ed. The effect of this policy upon the 
company’s property in relation to its 
authorized capital Is obvious, and it 
is a factor affecting materially the rea- 
sonableness of tlie return and any fu- 
ture allowance for depreciation. 

It has seemed unnecessary to dis- 
cuss in this decision certain views 
with respect to tlie elements to be con- 
sidered in a rate case which were pre- 
sented at the hearings. It is perhaps 
sufficient to add that in the Board’s 
opinion the price hereinafter named 
will yield, above all reasonable costs 
of conducting the company’s affairs, a 
fair return upon the property which it 
is actively and necessarily employing 
for tlie public convenience. 

The Board recommends that in all 
bills rendered on and after tlie first 
day of August, 1915, the net price 
charged for gas sold and delivered by 
the Newton and Watertown Gas Light 
Company shall not exceed eighty-five 
cents (85c) a thousand cubic feet.

"During the first two weeks in 
September a group of twelve cases of 
typhoid appeared on the route of one 
of the milkmen supplying Hartford. 
All tlie people bundling milk on the 
farm at (lint time were examined, and 
found to lie free from infection, and 
it was thought probable that the milk 
was not responsible for the infection, 
ns it was positively stated liy the own- 
er that no one else on the farm bad 
anything to <lo with its production,” 
says Dr. C. P. Hotsford, Health Dtllcer 
of that city. 

"In the drat three weeks of Novem- 
ber, 34 cases of typhoid appeared on 
the route of another milkman. Inves- 
tigation of the farm showed that there 
had been employed as a milker, for 
four weeks previously, a man who had 
typhoid in November, 1913. It was 
also found that this man had been 
employed by (lie first milkman from 
June 15th to August 15th, 1914, as a 
gardener, nnd Hint during the lnttcr 
part of this time, without the owner's 
knowledge, be had helped nbout the 
milking. 

"The appearance of typhoid on two 
milk routes on which this man work- 
ed pointed strongly toward his being 
the ii-fecting agent. Material from his 
discharges was taken to the Uibora 
lory of the Board of Health. A care- 
ful examination left no doubt that al- 
though this mail bad typhoid a year 
igo. Ills bowel discharges are still full 
of typhoid bacilli. 

"We have therefore had forty-six 
cases of typhoid caused by this one 
man, who is not sick himself, and who 
has liccn inclined to resent the Idea 
that he was in any way responsible. 

Io has now entered the hospital, and 
an attempt will lie made to get rid 
of the bacilli."

To the Editor: 

The passage of the resolution favor- 
ing woman suffrage at the recent 
meeting of tlie Massachusetts Federa- 
tion of Women’s Clubs requires ex- 
planation lest it mislead. 

The endorsement of the resolution 
was not given hy the 65,000 dub wo- 
men ns implied, but only 203 out or 
the 397 members registered who, 
though dclcgntos, were uninstructed 
by tile clubs which they represented, 
so Hint their voles are only an expres- 
sion of their Individual opinions. The 
Chairman's ruling that all "delegates 
whether under direct instructions or 
not are entitled to vote if they wish 
to do so” Is calculated to give the Im- 
pression Hint they voted ns represent- 
ing all of their club members, hut this 
Is not true, for delegate after delcgnte 
reported that owing to tlie Into arriv- 
al of the notice of the resolution the 
clubs which they represented linil sent 
them away uninstructed and that they 
did not consider themselves justified 
In voting ns representing their clubs. 
Moreover, the 99 opposing votes cast 
by those members who objected to the 
resolution did not represent nearly 
the full number voting, ns the tellers 
disagreed in their count of these votes, 
nnd the recount was made after many 
of the opposing members had loft the 
hall. 

The Introduction of the suffrage res- 
olution at the annual meeting was 
planned by the governing board of the 
Federated CIuIib, which is almost 
wholly made up of suffragists, some 
time beforehand, but the notice that 
the resolution would bo so Introduced 
was Bent to the presidents of the vnri 
ous clubs only during this month (if 
June after every club in the state had 
closed its doors for the summer, and 
could not lie brought together. This 
precluded the possibility of Hie clubs 
taking any action on the resolution. 
Many suffrnglsts, however, being 
aware of the likclthood of its intro- 
duction asked to be sent ns delegates 
and were appointed before most of the 
presidents of tlie various clubs un- 
derstood the situation. As the dele- 
gates are apportioned among the clubs 
at the rate of two for the first hun- 
dred members or less and one for ev- 
ery succeeding hundred, among the 
smaller clubs the full number of dele- 
gates sent were thus not infrequently 
suffragists, not from the conviction of 
the club hut through this ruse. In 
spite of this careful preparation so 
many nnti-sulfragists rallied to the 
meeting, and the situation seemed so 
threatening to the machine suffragists, 
that it is understood that many more 
delegates were hurried down from suf- 
frage organizations at tlie lust minute 
tn order to swell their numbers. 

There is grave doubt whether the 
resolution was constitutional, hilt the 
chair backed by her hoard ruled that 
It was, and though the constitution of 
the Federation forbids partisan organi- 
zations from belonging lo it. many 
suffrage clubs have joined it during 
the past year, giving some nominal 
outside work as the reason for their 
Incorporation. The packing of a 
meeting of tills kind is a perfectly 
simple thing to do, for anyone could 
organize a club and thereby acquire 
two delegates in the convention. The 
Anti-suffrage Association with its 130 
local committees could, had it chosen, 
have taken similar action, but it was 
left for the suffragists to break up the 
valuable public work of the Federated 
Clubs by preventing their ever again 
being the non-partlzan body. — includ- 
ing in itself so ninny different kinds 
of women — which has done so much 
good work for the state. 

Two women representing two of tlie 
larger clubs got up and asked that the 
thousand or more women whom they 
together represented should he sub- 
tracted from the total number in the 
Federation before any statement 
the number represented was issued 
to tlie press, because they did not con- 
sider it honorable for them to vote as 
representing their clubs when these 
clubs had not been able to instruct 
them how they wanted the vote cast 
These women were not alono in their 
action — others representing even larg- 
er numbers felt and acted In the same 
way. and Mra. Mulligan, the former 
president of the Federation, protested 
formally and her protest which is 
spread upon the records of Hie Fed 
oration is as follows: 

"Mrs. Mulligan protests against this 
action being represented to the papers 
as an expression of tlie Massachusetts 
Federation of Women's Clubs of 65,000 
members.” 

The Federated Clubs of California 
took similar action in May of tills year 
and in consequence of tliiH action, on 
the 9th day of June the Elicll Club 
representing over 1500 women, the 
second largest club in the country and 
called tlie parent of the women's dubs 
of California, formally withdrew from 
the State Federation. If this could 
happen in California! where women 
already have the suffrage, how much 
more disastrous will the resolution 
passed in Marion prove to the infill 
once of the Massachusetts Federation 
of Women's Clubs.

THE MARION CONVENTION 

On Saturday, July 17, the council of 
the Massachusetts State Federation of 
Women's Clubs Issued a statement In 
regard to the action of the convention 
at Marlon. June 25, which passed a res- 
olution indorsing equal suffrage. As 
not a "few," but many, persons com- 
plain of this action, the following 
statement is Issued; 

The Association of Non-Partisan 
Club Women believes that the conduct 
of the Marlon meeting was in the main 
technically correct, although it is not 
quite clear why a ballot and a second 
count were not granted, when demand- 
ed. nor why the motion to adjourn was 
at one time ruled debatable, at another 
time not. But waiving technicalities 
as inessential, the Non-Partisan Asso- 
ciation takes a different view of the 
| fundamental situation from the one 
put forward by the council in their 
statement. 

The council quoted the clause of 
the constitution of the federation, 
which declares the object of the feder- 
ation to be "to secure more thorough 
acquaintance among the women's clubs 
o. .Massachusetts and to unify their 
work along educational, sociological 
and humanitarian lines. v They omit 
all reference to the bylaw, which ex- 
plicitly states that "any woman's club 
in Massachusetts which is regularly 
organized with constitution and by- 
laws. with objects unsectarian and 
non-partisan, is eligible for member- 
ship in this federation.” , Vet this 
clause would seem to imply positive- 
ly. what is also dictated by common 
souse, that the federation should keep 
clear of partisan action. 

Now a resolution endorsing equal 
suffrage is either partisan or it is not. 
The Non-Partisan Association believes 
such a- resolution is distinctly partisan. 
There are at present in Massachusetts 
two political organizations. one 
for and one against equal suffrage, 
and both subject to the laws for regu- 
lating political bodies under the C'o - - 
rupt Practices Act. If this does not 
make the question partisan, we do not 
kpow what does. 

Some, however, appear to argue that 
equal suffrage is more than a mere 
partisan matter, that it is a vital issue 
transcending party politics and affect- 
ing in the broadest manner the whole 
future of democracy. If this is the 
ca^e, the question should have been 
brought before all the clubs at an ear- 
ly period of the year, so that there 
might have been free and full discus-

Goode were the only witnesses and 
told of riding on the bus of the com- 
pany from Nonantum square to Wal- 
tham Common, paying five cents for 
the ride over, after the car had passed 
the Waltham line nnd paying their 
fare coming back before the car had 
reached the Waltham line. There was 
also testimony to the effect that on 
the return trip the conductor asked if 
anyone wanted to be Innded in New- 
tonville, the bus going directly thru 
Crnfts street, If no one wished to go 
the other way. There was also a 
statement that one passenger had 
boarded the car about 100 feet from 
the Waltham-Newton line in Waltham 
| and had Immediately paid the fare and 
had been taken to Nonantum square. 
There was little dispute over the facts. 
Attorney Bannon relying wholly on 
the fact that a license was not re- 
quired for the class of business done 
by this company. Tie said that the 
regulations of the aldermen as to 
hackney carriages simply covered the 
traffic within the city limits and said 
that there was no question that New- 
ton could not require the White Moun- 
' tain busses to be licensed in this city 
; if it chose to make it a stopping place 
; for. one of their tours. He also sug- 
gested the foolishness of requiring ev- 
ery taxi-cab driver in Boston to take 
out a Newton license before he could 
bring a passenger into this city, and 
he even went so far as to say that the 
taxi-cab driver, having brought out 
a passenger might solicit a passenger 
for the retui n trip without such li- 
cense. Mr. Bannon said the company 
has no desire to engage in any other 
than a legitimate business and would 
like to take up passengers in Newton 
but had been refused permission to do 
so by the city government. He claim- 
ed that the business of the company is 
not completed in Newton and referred 
to a Supreme court decision in 1848 
where the Court stated that the city 
of Boston could not require a license 
for the operation of a line o. busses 
between that city and the then city o. 
Roxbury. 

Mr. Bannon was questioned by Judge 
Kennedy as to the liatiility of his com- 
pany as a common carrier in case o: 
an accident within the city of Newton 
and as to the menning of the word 
express used on their placard. In ad- 
dition Judge Kennedy brought out the 
fact that the five cents paid was in- 
tended to cover a trip between New- 
ton and Waltham and not merely to 
the boundary line. 

Mr. Bishop in reply said that the 
184S court decision was against a li-

The office of clerk or “clarke” as it 
Is spellefi in the more ancient record ! 
Is one of the most important in the 
city, as it comes in constant contact 
with every citizen from the cradle to 
the grave. 

In many respects it is a state rathe- 
than a city office, for many of Its 
duties are arbitrarily fixed by statute 
and must he performed. 

Recording the vital statistics of the 
city Is one of these state duties and 
a duplicate of the annual records o' 
births, marriages and deaths must be 
filed with the Secretary of the Com- 
monwealth. The care of the election.! 
is also another important state duty 
which cannot be Ignored. 

While the return of births which 
take place in this city is required by- 
law from every physician, who is 
paid 25 cents for making such return 
it has been found necessary to check 
up these returns by having a canvas 
made of the entire city once each year. 
The canvasser usually begins immedi- 
ately after the New Year, and with 
the growing cosmopolitan character of 
the city, an interpreter is often neces- 
sary to obtain all the required facts 
from the numerous families of Poles. 
French and Italians. 879 births were 
recorded last year. 440 males and 439 
emales. 

Pe-scns in this state who wish to 
marry must obtain a certificate from 
•he city or town clerk where each re- 
sides at the cost of one dollar. The 
application for this certificate mus‘ 
he made five days before it can be is- 
sued. unless special permission for im- 
mediate use is given by the judge of 
the local police court. 427 marriage 
intentions were filed last year. Aftc- 
the marriage has taken place the per 
son pertorming the same m’!"' ret"— - 
the ce-tilicate to the city clerk prop- 
erly endorsed as to the time and place 
of the marriage, and it becomes a part 
of the permanent records of the office. 
452 marriages were so recorded in 
1914. 

Returns o-' death ce first filed 
the board of health, and once a month 
are deposited with the city clerk fo“ 
n -manent record. 

The city clerk is also clerk of the 
hoard of aldermen and has charge o' 
all the clerical work in connection 
therewith. This involves the filing, in- 
dexing and the proper care of all the 
papers acted upon by the board, mak- 
ing a record of the same, and causing 
copies and notices ol the action taken 
by the board to be given to persons 
Interested. As over 40.000 papers arc 
now on file in this connection, it cat 
be easily seen that considerable lal-o" 
is necessary in this department. And 
vet the system of indexing is so com- 
plete that any paper desired, whethe- 
filed in 1915 or in 1S74 can be found 
within a few seconds. 

It is also a part of the city clerk's 
duties to issue the many kinds of li- 
censes granted by »he aldermen and 
approved by the mayor and to collec' 
the required fee for the same. Th * 
city clerk also issues the annual li- 
censes to keep dogs, this being a coun- 
ty matter. 1524 dog licenses were is- 
sued last year and the sum of S251:' 
remitted to the county Measurer. It 
may he of interest to note in this con- 
nection that the dog money from all 
the cities and towns in Middlesex 
County, is used as a fund front which 
damages caused by dogs thruout the 
county, and approved by the Count'- 


("ommissloners. are paid, and the bal- 
ance is apportioned and returned to 
each municipality the following year. 
Newton reoetved all of Its contribution 
hut $280.17 in 1914. and by a farther 
statute, this money must he used for 
either school or lihrary purposes. In 
this city it Is placed to the credit of the 
school department. 

Licenses to hunt game ire also is- 
sued by the city clerk at a cost of *t 
each for residents and $15 for unnat- 
uralized citizens. *490 was received 
from this source in 1914 ami the 
amount paid over to the Commissioners 
on Fisheries and Game as required by 
law. 

Possibly th-' most Interesting work 
of this Interesting office is that con- 
nected with the conduct of elections. 
This includes the selection of proper 
polling places, the fitting up of the 
same for the work of the precinct of- 
ficers. the preparation of ballots for 
the city election and the care of the 
ballots furnished for the state election, 
the arrangements for recording and 
forwarding the vote and the cancelled 
ballots, and in connection with the 
registrars of voters, of which body the 
city clerk is also clerk, the prepara- 
tion of the voting lists and the regis- 
tration of new voters. With the com- 
plicated election laws in this state, the 
elections of one year are hardly over, 
before it is necessary to prepare for 
the next year. The voting lists are 
first gone over in the most careful 
manner, to eliminate the names of 
persons who have died, moved out of 
the city, or who have not been assess- 
ed on April 1st; transfers made of the 
names of those who have moved from 
one part of the city to another, and the 
voting list as thus revised forms the 
basis for the list to be used at the 
next election. As there were 7503 
names on the list at the last election, it 
will be readily be seen that no small 
amount of labor is required as well a3 
the utmost care. The city clerk usual- 
ly does the preliminary work for the 
mayor in the appointment of the 96 
election officers required by the 16 
voting precincts of the city, but as the 
pay for these positions is usually good, 
ranging from $8 to $10 per day. there 
is not much difficulty in obtaining 
fairly good men. altho they must be 
of dilferent political parties. Regis- 
tration of voters is required before 
every primary and every election, and 
it has been the custom in this city to 
give an opportunity for voters to reg- 
ister in each village, at least once each 
fall. On the las' day for registration 
fixed by law. the registrars must re- 
main in continuous session from noon 
until ten o’clock P. M. The cost of 
elections in 1914 was over $4600 and 
the cost of registration was about $400. 

The preparation of the jury list is 
also a duty of the registrars of voters, 
under the direction of the city clerk. 
The law requires that the jury list 
which consists of the names of voters 
liable for jury duty shall contain 400

SUFFRAGE NEEDED IN THE HOME 

Suffrage is needed by those who make 
the homes, because it is the most con- 
venient way of securing action which 
shall be of service to the homes. 

Statisticians in Europe and America 
have called attention to the astounding 
loss of Infant life and to the impor- 
tance of making careful inquiry into 
its causes. The death rate for the to- 
tal population is slowly but surely de- 
clining. but the death rate for babies 
less than one year old is not declining. 
Of the 300.000 babies dying in the Unit- 
ed States yearly, at least 150.000 could 
be saved. 

Women must "protect the home.” 
because all homes are knit together. 
If one suffers from impure food, im- 
pure air. impure water, it affects oth- 
ers. No woman today can protect her 
own home against the civic neglect of 
a community which does not know or 
care in what sort of house she lives. 

The Rubicon was passed when Mrs. 
Ellen H. Richards of Boston analyzed 
the city water supply. Which is more 
womanly, to vote for clean water for 
the whole city or to sit at home and 
buy costly bottled water for your own 
children, not caring for the others? 

The great good of sutTrage is that 
it will educate women to the realiza- 
tion of their responsibilities. It is 
only by knowing, and by being recog- 
nized as fairly worthy to have their 
opinion counted, that women can real- 
ly do their best work. 

Men In Massachusetts ^have voted 
since 1620 — for 295 years — and I do 
not believe any body of men ever 
voted much more wisely. They came 
here because they were tired of per- 
suasion and indirect influence, and 
wanted a direct voice in fheir own gov- 
ernment. We. too. shall find that we 
like it better when we have a direct 
voice.

that time did not require a license and 
the Boston aldermen had exceeded its 
authority In demanding one. He call- 
ed attention to the head note to the 
decision which clearly stated that the 
Boston city government had the right 
to regulate this line of busses, and 
that the law now authorizes the city 
government to require a license.

Throughout the country the indus- 
tries in which the hours are the long- 
est, wages lowest and conditions the 
most inhuman are those In which the 
labor of women and children prevails. 
Our friends opposed to woman suf- 
frage make a great point of the argu- 
ment that giving the vote to women 
will do away with chivalry. But if it 
is chivalry that provides a seventy- 
two-hour week for working women In 
some States, pays scrub-women $22 a 
month and allows babies to make 
flowers in the tenements of New York 
for twelve cents a day, the sooner we 
get rid of chivalry and get down to 
brass tacks the sooner we can look 
ourselves in the face with respect. 

I have seen it stated that the best 
child labor laws are in the non-suf- 
frage States. That is true, hut a con- 
clusion from the fact must be com- 
bined with a statement that the worst 
child labor conditions in the country 
exist in certain non-suffrage States. 

North Carolina has this Winter not 
only refused to pass a better child 
labor or compulsory education law, 
hut has even refused to provide for 
any kind of factory inspection. And 
in Pennsylvania at the present time 
a tight for a better child labor law is 
being waged against the same forces 
that have opposed our campaigns for 
an eight-hour day and no night work 
for children for years in that State.

"Much as l deplore the present war. 1 
cannot help seeing that it is helping 
the cause of equal suffrage, especially 
uuroau. Women na\e come out trom 
aic ..omes as never Oelore. und they are 
.-ci.ig all tuose things Mulch men nave 
dune and which the men have insisted 
tl.e women could not do. They are act- 
ing us police, as letter carriers, us 
hack drivers, working in the fields gar- 
nering the crops, and busied at count- 
less other tasks which have always 
been contined to the Held of masculine 
activities. Now that the women are 
treed trom the shackles of convention, 
they will stay so and the governments 
ot the different countries will not he 
able to push them into the background 
when the war is over.' 

This Is a clear und undisguised ad- 
mission that suffragists desire women 
to leave the home. But when they 
leave It, who Is to carry It on? And 
without homes what becomes of the 
children? They must be brought up in 
institutions, and all medical and social 
experts agree that institutional life Is 
extremely bud for children. Not only 
is tile death rate abnormally high, but 
those who survive are inferior In vital- 
ity. because, as Dr. Chapin, a well 
known expert has recently declared, 
the system is w-ong. Therefore, in 
leaving the home, women inlllct a seri- 
ous Injury to the race. The Rev. Anna 
Shaw declares she does not care — she 
wants suffrage even if it causes all 
women to desert their husbands and ne- 
glect their children, and she believes 
alt other suffragists of tier association 
agree with her. Perhaps they do — at 
least they have not denied It. 

When women leave the home In great 
numbers to enter into outside competi- 
tion with men, u serious economic sit- 
uation arises. Ellen Key, the great 
tiwedlsh Feminist, tells how It has re- 
sulted where she tias observed it. .She 
says that competition between the sex- 
es produces overcrowding of the labor 
market, with low wages, and uncertain- 
ty of employment, high infant mortal- 
ity, a debased domestic life witli its 
consequences of drunkenness and crime. 
It also produces ill feeling between the 
sexes. 

Are these results to be desired and 
to lie striven for? It will help woman 
suffrage. Dr. Shaw tells us, to take wo- 
men out of the home, and she doesn't 
care how evil are the results. The re- 
sults ure institutional life for children, 
enormous deatli rate among them, sex 
antagonism, a debased domestic life, 
drunkenness, overcrowding of the labor 
market, etc. Do you think suffrage 
worth the price?

I It Is surprising, therefore, to learn j 
i that tnllk producers frequently do not 
know the cost of production and rl Is- ' 
trlhntlon of the product they sell. 

Tills appears to he true, nt least, of 
milk producers around Boston. About 
50 farmers who sell milk attended a 
hearing recently before a commission i 
appointed by the Boston Chamber of 
Commerce to secure accurate informa- 1 
tlon on the cost of production, trans- 
portation and distribution of milk, j 
One farmer, who gets 40 cents a can 
for milk nt ills door, did not know how 
much it cost him.

profit or a lo3s. If that is so. it would 
he to their advantage to acquire a lit- 
tle knowledge of bookkeeping in order 
to determine whether milk earns them 
money or co3ts them money. Of 
course, the general farmer with whom 
the production and sale of milk Is only 
one of many activities, would find it 
hard to separate the milk department 
from the others. His cows serve a 
purpose other than that of furnishing 
milk, and all the activities of the farm 
are inextricably hound up together. 
At the same time, the farmers who sell 
milk, especially those who specialize 
in it and distribute their products, 
should know whether their venture Is 
a profitable or a losing one. 

In the last eight years in this city 
milk has gone up from six to nine 
cents a quart. This advance may he 
attributed in part to the increase in 
the cost of all articles, including labor, 
and in part to the regulations, ever 
growing stricter, of boards of health. 
Milk must he clean, and iced, and pro- 
duced under certain conditions, all of 
which tend to make it cost more. Clear- 
ly, if we are to be sure of good milk, 
the producer must get for it a price 
which will yield him a decent profit, 
and any investigation which will help 
him to ascertain just what it does cost 
him to produce and distribute milk is 
well worth while. 


OVERWORKING BABY 


The quickest way to overwork your 
baby is to "amuse” him all day long 
when he is not sleeping. By keeping 
this up you will find It is one of the 
surest anil quickest methods known 
for rearing a child in delicate health, 
irritable temper and shattered nerves. 

Rabies do not hav,e to be amused all 
day long. This is only a belief on the 
part of unthinking, fond mammas, and 
ignorant nurses. By starting in and 
amusing the baby throughout his wak- 
ing hours he will soon get so thut he 
will think he has to be amused and he 
will fret and cry for attention. Yet 
this same attention Is nothing more or 
less than overwork and will surely 
ruin his disposition and injure hi3 
health. 

I have seen babies who lived what 
must have been lives of torture. One 
in particular was dandled by his moth- 
er, tossed up in the air by his father 
hugged and crooned over by his grand- 
mother, "toted'' around by his big sis- 
ter and, In fact, kept extremely busy 
all day long. That poor little chap was 
fearfully overworked, ami the most 


sion everywhere upon a decision so 
momentous. A subject of Infinitely 
less importance, the permanent en- 
dowment of the Federation, was pre- 
sented to the presidents' council at 
Salem as early as March so that ajl 
the clubs might discuss it and act 
upon it intelligently.

The Non-Bartisan Association of 
Club Women does not issue this state- 
ment in any partisan spirit, or witli 
any thought of opposing suffrage, but 
simply and solely in me interests ot 
the Women's Clubs of Massachusetts. 
Those eluus have a distinct function 
of their own and a broad field of use- 
fulness, both social and humanitarian. 
There are a hundred objects crying 
for attention tor which the clubs can 
work harmoniously, effectively, with- 
out controversy, or friction, or ill- 
feeling. On the other hand, those who 
are interesting in burning political is- 
sues have organizations of their own 
In which they can work to far greater 
advantage. We believe that action like 
that taken at Marion must result in 
greatly impairing the usefulness of our 
clubs, if not in destroying them alto- 
gether. and we are comment that we 
have the support of most of the club 
women of the state in our effort to 
avoid strife.

Old Time 
Detective Work 

By EVERETT P. CLARKE

I lime liecn a detective for ninny 
years, though now that I am getting 
old 1 seldom t,«ke n case, and then only 
one that promises to Interest me. My 
leisure time I spend In study. And 
what do you suppose Is the subject of 
my studies? I will tell you. I am 
searching the past when there were 
no detectives that 1 may learn how 
criminals were traced. 

I have found n succession of condi- 
tions, beginning with confession by 
torture — to this may be added confes- 
sion by Influence of t lie clergy— and 
ending with our present highly per- 
fected detective system. I regret to 
say that there still exists one relic of 
the practice of obtaining confessions 
by influence of the clergy. 1 refer to 
securing thorn by means of the “third 
degree." 

A curious Instance of confession I 
have found In a record of the latter 
part of the eighteenth century. 

During the year 1700 an altercation 
occurred between James Thorpe and 
Tardon Winston In Bradford, a small 
town In Massachusetts. Robert Thorpe, 
a brother of James, enme on to the 
scene while the fight was In progress 
and struck Winston on the head with 
a piece of wood, knocking him sense- 
less. However, he revived In a few 
minutes, and the brothers, who hnd 
been friends of Winston, frightened 
lest he hnd been killed, assisted him 
to his home, expressing great regret at 
the occurrence. 

Winston did not seem any the worse 
for the blow he hnd received and re- 
mained In Bradford some time after 
the scuffle. But one day he was miss- 
ed, and. when months passed and he 
did not show up. among the various 
causes for Ills disappearance that were 
suggested was one that the quarrel be- 
tween him and the Thorpe brothers 
had been renewed and the missing 
man bad come to bis death through 
their instrumentality. 

However, since there was nothing 
but inference in the matter, the sus- 
picion died down. Several years 
after Winston's disappearance Abner 
Twitehell. a citizen of Bradford, 
dreamed one night that the ghost of 
Winston bad appeared to him and said 
that the Thorpe brothers had killed 
him. burned bis body and buried the 
residue under a beech .tree, the only 
tree standing In the back yard of bis 
borne. Twitched gave the civil au- 
thorities an account of his dream. 

At tills point iii my narrative it is 
well to remember the conditions of 
that period. The belief in witchcraft 
that laid reaped so many victims liiul 
died out among educated persons, but 
still prevailed among the lower class- 
es. Today a belief iu revelation by 
dreams, though not what it was then, 
is not entirely extinct. 

The Thorpe brothers were arrested, 
the ground about the roots of the 
beech tree was dug up. and some but- 
tons and the metal parts of a pair of 
suspenders were found. Tills evidence 
was considered so strong that the 
Tljorpe brothers were urged to con- 
fess in order that justice should be 
meted out to each in accordance with 
what he deserved. James, under the 
Incessant pleadings of his spiritual ad- 
viser. finally gave way and confessed 
tbnt he had been the murderer. But 
later Robert confessed that lie. too. 
had taken part In the killing and had 
done the principal part in getting rid 
of the body. 

Xow. if we consider the evidence in 
this case as it would be regarded to- 
day there is nothing in it. First, we 
would fifit'uecept the dream as of any 
value whatever; second, the articles 
found under the beech tree might 
have been thrown out in the yard or 
burned with other refuse under the 
tree and become mingled with the soli; 
third, wo have numerous confessions 
in murder cases that are not true. 

But in those days, when the people 
were emerging front a period wherein 
an organized court of justice would 
convict a woman of vomiting crooked 
plus and sailing on the water la a 
sieve, the evidence against the Thorpe 
brothers, hacked li.v the confession of 
both, was considered quite sufficient 
to Imng them. They were tried, con- 
victed and sentenced. 

One day a man rode Into Bradford 
and while sitting around the tavern 
stove was told that the next day there 
would lie a hanging In the town and 
he had better remain over and see it. 
On mention of the name of Winston h • 
said that lie had seen a half wilted 
man In Hadley <>f that name. A friend 
of the Thorpe boys was present, and lie 
went to the Judge with the story, ask- 
ing for a stay of the execution in or- 
der that the matter might be Investi- 
gated. 

A constable was sent to Hadley and 
returned with the man for whose mur- 
der the prisoners were to have been 
hanged. The brothers were released 
and received an ovation, the towns- 
people really rejoicing that they had 
been saved by a mere chance from hav- 
ing committed murder themselves. 

The blow tbnt Winston bad received 
from Robert Thorpe laid caused an In. 
flciitntlon of a bit of Ids skull on the 
liruln. Even nowadays we are never 
sure when or what vagaries may tie 
euused by such a pressure, though It 
can now be removed by surgeons. 
Whether the surgical process of trepan- 
■dug was done in those days or not 1 
don't know. I found no record of the 
subsequent condition of the Injured 


names. A stringent inw placed on the 
statute books a few years ago, provides 
a heavy penalty for anyone who at- 
tempts to influence any registrar while 
performing this duty. In Newton It Is 
the custom for the registrars to np 
portion to each precinct Its share o 
the total number of names, and then 
go over each precinct list eliminating 
the name of every voter who is exempt 
from Jury service by law, and the ex- 
emptions arc many ami varied. The 
names remaining are placed on sep 
nrnte slips of paper, placed In a box 
and drawn out. one by one until the i 
quota for that particular precinct ha i 
boon completed. The names so se- 1 
lected are plnced in the Jury box on 
separate slips of paper and when a 
venire Is issued by the court, the re- ! 
quired number of names is drawn from 
tilts box by the board of aldermen. 

The city clerk Is also required to 
record such papers ns mortgages o. 
personal property, certificates of mar- 
ried women doing business on their 
own account, the names of persons do- 
ing business under titles other than 
their own assignments of wages and I 
bills of sale. All of these are careful- 
ly copied, and indexed. 

He Is also the agent of the hoard i 
of aldermen for the distribution of 
Soldiers’ Relief, a gratuity required by . 
law to old soldiers and their widows. I 
and which cannot.be made by the 
Charity department. In this connec- j 
t ion he Is also the agent of the board ! 
of aldermen for the burial of deceased 
soldiers, who would otherwise be bur- \ 
led as paupers. 

The city clerk also has the duty of , 
providing for the printing of the an- 1 
nual reports of the various depart- 1 
ments of the city and for all the print- 1 
ing required by the board of aldermen, 
amounting in 1914 to over $2300. 

From all of the above it is easy to I 
prove the statement made at the be- 
ginning of this article that the city j 
clerk comes in contact with every cit- 1 
izen from the cradle to the grave. He 
first notes the birth, issues the certifi- 
cate of marriage, notes the birth of 
the children, issues the licenses for | 
many kinds of business, which he may ; 
require, dog licenses if he keeps such 
j a pet, a hunter’s license if he inclines I 
in that direction, provides for regis- 
| tratlon as a voter, and makes arrange- ] 
ments for him to exercise his rights j 
! of franchise, gives him notice of 1 
I street, sidewalk or sewer improve- 1 
| ments in his neighborhood, and finally |. 
I records his death. No other office of 
j the city, therefor, so closely touches I 
| the daily life of every man as that of 
tho city clerk.

One day thirty years ago it was re- 
ported to tile Trinity board, which lias 
charge of nil lights on the coast of 
Great Britain, that a shout hnd made 
In the English channel about nine 
miles due east of the Lizard. At the 
sisit indicated there hnd been thirty 
fathoms of water ever since a British 
ship went to sea, and the hoard, of 
course, argued that there hml been a 
mistake. It was a fishing craft which 
hud reported the shoal and found only 
fourteen feet of water over it. and a 
era ft was sent out at once to make an 
official investigation. What laid hap- 
pened was this: It was a bowlder 
strewn bottom, and two or three old 
wrecks had drifted together and piled 
up on each other until u dangerous ob- 
struction liml been formed. It was as 
if a great rock bud been heaved tip 
from the bottom, and the hoard must 
guard against the danger without delny. 

Thirty years ago the diver's dress 
was not what it is today, nor could 
men handle explosives under water as 
they can now. After two or three vain 
attempts to clear away the wrecks the 
work was left for a storm to accom- 
plish. and meanwhile lightship No 4, 
under Captain Crox, was moved 
around from Mounts hay and anchored 
near the spot and notice given to mari- 
ners. 

That night it was the captain's 
watch from 8 till midnight. A gale 
hnd come up. It had come 10 o'clock 
when n sudden hall reached the light- 
ship. The captain was aft and his 
mate forward, but he knew at once 
that the hall came from seaward. It 
was not so dark but that one could 
see u ship 300 feet away, even though 
she bad no lights aboard. 

As soon ns a port fire was ignited the 
sea was lighted up for hundreds of 
feet n round In a ghastly way, and both 
men looked for the craft they suppos- 
ed to be near by. They looked in vain 
till the signal was nearly finished. 
Then a ship's yawl, driving right up In 
the teeth of the gale, hove into sight. 
She was without a mast or sail or 
oars, and the only figure in her sat in 
the stern sheets, and ids arms and legs 
were hound around with ropes. 

Tlie man was bareheaded and dress- 
ed as a landsman, and ns he drove past 
within twenty feet of tlie rail they had 
a look square into his eyes, and the 
agony on his face made them shudder. 
They started to throw him a rope, but 
as the coll swung into the air they re- 
membered that, being bound, be could 
make no use of it. The yawl and the 
man went straight to windward and 
iu a couple of minutes were out of 
sight, and tlie men found themselves 
nil a-trenible. Captain Crox was full 
of indignation over tlie crime of send- 
ing n man afloat ‘In that manner and 
of pity for the victim, when his mate 
touched him on the arm and shouted 
in his ear: 

“If I was ashore, captain, all tlie 
money in England would not bribe me 
to set foot on this deck again!" 

“What's tlie matter with you?” was 
called in reply. "It's only n hit of shore 
villainy that we must report.” 

“It's nothing that's happened ashore, 
sir. Did you take notice that tlie craft 
was driving right in tlie teetli of the 
gale? It wasn’t a live man in that 
boat. She was going to windward’ 
with a gliost. and I'd give tlie bit I 
have in the bank if I'd not seen It." 

It was agreed between them thatnoth- 
ing be said to the other watch when 
they turned out. un<l, they went on duty 
without knowing or suspecting that 
anything out of the way had hap- 
pened. 

While carrying the thing out with 
pretended indifference. Captain Crox 
was. as a matter of fact, pretty thor- 
oughly upset over it and on turning 
in found lie could not go to sleep. He 
had been lying on his hunk and turn- 
ing tho thing over in Ids mind for an 
hour or so and the gale was still 
howling and the lightship bouncing 
about when lie realized from tlie 
movement of the watch that they' had 
been hailed. He was nut of Ids bunk 
and on deck Just as one of them light- 
ed a port lire, aud you can judge his 
feelings when lie saw the former scene 
re-enacted. There were the yawl anil 
the man. and the boat slowly forged 
past them and disappeared to wind- 
ward. 

There was no more sleep for any- 
body on hoard No. 4 that night, aud 
next day. when tlie gale broke and 
tlie tender came alongside, all de- 
manded that they lie put ashore at 
once. The captain was us badly rat- 
tled as tlie others. They were guyed 
and ridiculed, of course, hut they 
stood so firm that (lie tender brought 
off another crew, and they were re- 
lieved from duty. A new ereft was 
assigned, hut the man and the boat ap 
pea red to them twice in one night and 
drove them ashore, as they did the 
others. 

A tldrd crew went out and for two 
weeks began to prepare to remove the 
wrecks. Koine progress had tieen 
made when a three days' gale set In 
from the north, mid there more 

wrecks than laid been known for ten 
years before. For two du.vs the llght- 
Hilp hung to her anchors, though hav- 
ing a signal of distress out after the 
first day. but when the gale abated 
she laid disappeared. She had been 
swept down tlie channel and out to 
sen. and a week later she was passed 
bottom up more than 3(8) miles away. 
Tlie same storm broke up and remov- 
ed the wrecks, und there was no longer 
need to keep n light at that sisit.

Goddard to your Board of Trade lias a 
peculiar fascination for mo— -It certain- 
ly Is exactly to the point. Now what 
are you going to do In the matter!! 
Does It simply end with the address 
and fall fiat, or do you take smart ac- 
tion. 

On the same page as the speech Is 
a hold advertisement by a builder offer- 
ing roofs of five kinds — "tin. copper, 
slate, shingle and paper.” Have you 
no building By-Laws? Here we are 
not allowed to construct walls, or roof 
them over, with any combustible ma- 
terial. In the above list It looks as 
though the roofing materials were put 
in the order of cost and slate comes 
naturally in the middle. Tin and Cop- 
per are excellent, but cost too much 
except for public buildings. Shingles 
and puper ought to be prohibited with- 
in at least 100 ft. of the nearest neigh- 
bor’s land, whether built on or not. 
Oak shingles are occasionally used for 
church spires in tills country, but they 
are said to be non Inflammable, and 
I have never heard of such a roof tak- 
ing fire. They are too expensive for 
dwelling houses, and would not be al- 
lowed by our Borough Surveyors. 
Pine shingles might be treated with a 
fire proof solution, but this Is not sat- 
isfactory, as the effect volatilises in 
time, and renewals would be neglected. 

I am astounded at Mr. Goddard's 
statements, that in such an advanced 
country as the U. S. people pay fire-in- 
surance premiums "many times the 
rates abroad." He goes on to affirm 
that every other tire in your country 
is classed as “easily preventable," 
caused by carelessness. From what I 
read between the lines at least a fur- 
ther twenty five per cent of your fires 
would be through the carelessness of 
your officials, in not making proper 
building By-Laws. About 30 years 
ago here, the law compelled us to build 
a nine Inch brick wall between every 
house or cottage, and run it up twelve 
inches above the roof , but these walls 
were such a source of damp in top

go through the roof, but must go up 
tight to the slates or tiles, and no roof 
timbers nor boarding were to come in 
contact from one tenement to another. 
This seems to he satisfactory and 'fair- 
ly fireproof. It is always better for 
walls to be covered with the roof, un- 
protected gable walls soon give trouble 
inside and out -through the damp. 

Here we are fined if a chimney 
catches fire, no excuse will do for for- 
getting to call the sweep. Our By-Laws 
provide that no timber shall come 
nearer a flue than nine inches, that 
hearth trimmers shall be eighteen 
inches from the chimney breast, that 
fireplaces shall have a brick hack nine 
Inches thick. There cannot well be 
evasion here, for we have to notify the 
local surveyor before work is begun, he 
inspects as it proceeds, and the house 
I may not he Inhabited until the same 
I surveyor gives his certificate of com- 
nletlon in accordance with the Uv-

WASH MILK BOTTLES 

Bottles left unwashed by the con- 
sumer or collected by dealers when 
they have not been cleansed are 
known to be a menace to the public 
health and are no longer to be toler- 
ated. Many instances of unwashed 
bottles being left by housewives and 
collected by milkmen have come to 
notice and housewives and dealers 
both are liable to prosecution for such 
action. 

“A milk bottle should be rinsed out 
immediately after the milk is remov- 
ed." said Physician Mann. "If the 
milk is allowed to dry on the sides of 
the bottie and the bottle is allowed to 
stand, no system of washing used will 
make it sterile. The bottle should be 
sterilized. 

"Some milk dealers purchase bottles 
which have laid in the filth and dirt 
for weeks' give them a wash, which 
does not kill the germs they contain 
and they are then filled with milk 
and distributed to the consumers."

At eight o’clock yesterday morning 
here was a solemn high mass for tlie 
children, celebrated by Father Malone. 

At ten o'clock n solemn higli mass 
of requiem was celebrated before a 
distinguished audience which filled the 
church to overflowing. Cardinal O'- 
Connell. who was present, with ills 
guard of honor was met at tlie church 
gate by an escort of forty uniformed 
Knights of Columbus. He was attended 
by lit. Rev. Mgr. William O'Brien of St. 
Rt. Rev. Mgr. William O'Brien of St. 
Patrick* Church, Lowell, and Rt. Rev. 
Mgr. Peier Honan. I 3 . R„ of St. Peter's 
Church, Meeting House Hill, as chap- 
lains. 

Bishop Anderson was attended by 
Rt. Rev. Mgr. John B. Peterson, presi- 
dent of St. John's Eccelsiastical Semin- 
ary. Brighton, and Rt. Rev. Mgr. Am- 
brose F. Roche, of St. Patrick's Church, 
Watertown, as chaplains, while Rt. 
Rev. Mgr. P. J. Supple, of St. John's 
Church. Roxbury, was chaplain to 
Bishop Foley of the the Philippine Is- 
lands. 

The mass was celebrated by Rev. 
M. T. McManus, of Brookline, 
with Rev. J. F. Gllfetlier of West 
Lynn, deacon, Rev. D. C. Rior- 
dan of Newton Centre, sub dea- 
con. and Rev. A. S. Malone, master of 
ceremonies. One hundred priests oc- 
cupied sents at the right of the altar 
and fifty sisters were at the left. 

Fr. Dolan's life and his efforts in be- 
half of those under his spiritual care 
were eulogized at the close of the 
service by Cardinal O’Connell. The 
Ca’;rlir J paid tribute to the quiet hut 
priestly life of the deceased pastor, 
dwelling upon tlie zeal that he had al- 
ways manifested in behalf of those 
under his care, and he pointed out how 
absolutely indifferent had been the 
life of Fr. Dolan so far as earthly hon- 
ors or rewards were concerned. 

Fr. Dolan's life had been one which 
characterized him as tlie true priest, 
having his ideas and caring not for 
the world and its doings. He thought 
first, last and all of the time, of the 
spiritual welfare of his people and he 
did this work in a quiet, saintly and 
unobstrusive way. 

He never sought praise for anything 
that he accomplished and cared little 
for earthly reward, being content with 
the knowledge that he was working 
and acomplishing something for God. 
whom he so faithfully tried to serve. 

The Cardinal’s eulogy of Fr. Dolan 
was very impressive and liis words 
were uttered with a depth of feeling. 

During the solemn high mass of 
requiem the musical accompaniment 
was rendered by the priest's choir un- 
der the direction of Rev. Fr. M. J. 
Scanlan, diocesan director of the Char- 
ity Bureau, while J. Frank Driscoll, di- 
rector of the Cathedral of the Holy 
Cross sanctuary choir, was organist. 

At the conclusion of the mass, the 
body was taken to St. Patrick’s ceme- 
tery, Lowell, accompanied by over 
twenty automobiles, and escorted to 
the Watertown line by the Knights of 
Columbus. There was a large attend- 
ance at the cemetery where the office 
of TEe dead was chanted by Rev. Fr. 
Kelly and assisting priests.

THE FOLIAGE OF SUMMER 

The foliage of summer is generally 
mature, green, sober. There is a cer- 
tain warmth and gaiety about the leaf- 
progress of June and early July, and 
a vast variety in shades, as well, so 
that any body of trees and shrubs of 
varying kinds will display anything 
from the youngest light yellow leaves 
of the Norway maples to the deep, 
even green of the horse-chestnuts. To- 
ward the first of August, the leaves are 
quite or nearly fullgrown, and they 
have settled down to their real work 
of elaborating food for the trees that 
bear them. 

My water-color friend. Little, has 
discovered in this color maturity 
another confirmation of ills theory that 
there is a sort of color compensation, 
a chromatic balance, of tlie seasons. 
In spring, the air and the ground are 
cool, though slowly absorbing heat, 
and the leaves and flowers are warm 
in hue — there are the really hot colors 
of tlie tulips, tlie yellows of some tree 
blossoms and so on. As tlie season 
warms, the foliage and flower hues be- 
come in general cooler, until in sum- 
mer we have the deep green of mature 
leaves, the deep blue of the white- 
dotted sky, ami tlie blues and whites 
of tlie garden. When cooler nights 
begin to come, the summer foliage is 
likely to assume hints of brown, tlie 
corn takes on the colors of maturity, 
and we have the decidedly warm-hued 
chrysanthemums, purple asters, and 
the like to compensate. The sharp 
weather of winter demands all possi- 
ble heat front nature’s color scheme, 
and we have it in the browned leaf, 
following the brilliant and not cool 
hues of autumn. In tlie corn-shock and 
the hare tree stem, and even in the 
shadows oil the snow. — J. Horace 
Farland in The Countryside Magazine 
for July.

ALDERMEN TALK ON MARKETS 

An Innovation in City Government l acks Only 
One Vote oi Adoption 


A largo amount of business was 
transacted at the midsummer meeting 
of the ahiormt n held last Monday eve- 
ning and there were hut four niemht rs 
absent. Aldermen Alley. Clnrk, Harri- 
man and Malcolm. 


Care of Diseases and (he Finance Com- 
mittee reported no action necessary on 
request for $1000 additional for Poor 
out of City Home and on proposed 
Older as to disposition of sewers us- 


Presldcnt Blanchard presided and 
there were many hearings given on 
various topics. The most important 
was that on the petition of tho Texas 
Co. to keep and store 20,000 gallons of 
gasolene and kerosene near the rail- 
road tracks about 700 feet west of 
Crescent street, Auburndale. Mr. 
Montgomery Ogden appeared for t lie 
Company and there were many remon- 
strants. Including John Gaw, Jr., 
George E. Keyes, EziM Forte. C. D. 
Pierce, exaldennan T. J. Lyons and 
Hamilton C. Gaw and written protests 
were filed by .Gaw et nt and the Misses 
Dungnn. The Company was subseqent- 
ly refused the location. Mr. W. W. 
Trowbridge appeared in favor of his 
petition for u public garage on Cross 
street and Mr. Harrison Bennett spoke 
in opposition. This permit was grant- 
ed on condition that no gasolene should 
he kept for sale. Hearings were also 
held on petitions of William H. Ma- 
gue. Chestnut street. George P. Flood 
and C. L. McManus. 371 Washington 
street. Frank H. Briggs. 322 Washing- 
ton street to maintain public garages, 
of E. E. Converse. Highland street. 
D. G. Wing. Otis street, Dr. E. J. St. 
Cotter, Marlboro street, and R. C. Em- 
ery, Franklin street to maintain pri- I 
vate garages, and on the altering and 
widening of Nevada street and on the 
widening of Hartford street, at which 
no one appeared and the permits were 
subsequently granted. A hearing was 
held on petition of M. T. Mehigan to 
maintain a public garage on Common- 
wealth avenue near Fuller street and 
later the permit was refused. 

Mayor Childs sent in a large number 
of recommendations and two vetoes. 
The veto messages referred to the 
abatement of betterments assessed on 
the Mevnell estnte on Waban Hill road 
and were merely technical. The vetoes 
were sustained unanimously and the 
betterments abated in a new draft ap- 
proved by the city solicitor. On rec- 
ommendation of the mayor, $4140 was 
authorized for laying water mains. 
$1500 rescinded front the annual bud- 
get from the item for Interest on Tem- 
porary loans, $75 transferred in the 
Fire Dept, to pay for instructing fire- 
men in use of motor apparatus. $500 
granted for Water Services and $5000 
for Maintenance of Streets, $75 ap- 
propriated for clerical work on street 
sprinkling, sewer deficits of $100 in 
Beacon street. $460 in Rickwood ter- 
race and $35 in Commonwealth avenue 
were covered, $30,000 authorized in 
serial bonds for sewer work. $1000 ap- 
propriated for fire extinguishers in the 
Newton school houses. $S39 appropriat- 
ed for new furnaces in file Eliot school, 
and line men in the Wire Dept, and 
nurses in the Health Dept, were added 
to the list of persons entitled to sick 
pay and vacations. The mayor also 
asked for a transfer of $83.33 from the 
salary of Assessor J. R. Prescott to 
that for Assessor Henry Bally on ac- 
count of leave of absence to be given 
Mr. Prescott in August and which the 
hoard failed to approve. The mayor 
also recommended a transfer of $50,000 
from Excess account to 1915 revenue 
to help out the tax rate of the present 
yeai. This amount was reduced to 
$15,000 and Alderman Pratt stated I 
would he sufficient to yield a rate of I 
$18.60. The mayor also recommended ! 
$1500 to establish a Bureau of Mar- 
kets, action on which is described be 
low. 

A communication was received from 
Hon. George Hutchinson, president of 
tht Newton Cemetery Corporation rel- 
ative to proposed use of water from [ 
underdrain running thru the Ceme- 
tery by tile Purity Ice Co. The Comp- 
troller made a long report on the use 
of city automobiles showing tha; since 
tlie installation of Ford machines the 
monthly expense had decreased from 
an average of $425.82 to $271.69. Peti- ; 
tions .were received tor sewers in Nob- 
scot road, Wessex road, Commonweal... ! 
avenue, Garrison street, Hyde street, 
and for the widening of Beacon street. | 

Petitions of Harry Kritsman for a 
junk license and of the Waltham Auto 
uus to. ior license tor 4 uusse.-, weie 
refused. Petitions of the Telephone Co. ' 
for attachments on Chestnut street, 
Elm street, to remove poles from | 
Grant avenue, of the Edison Co. tor 
attachments on River street and of the 
Gas Co. to open up streets for gas 
mains were granted. The pet. non of 
Amy S. Robblee for a common victual- 
ler license Commonwealth avenue and 
Lexington street was also granted.

Ridge road, Con- I 
liae road and Varick road, leave to 
withdraw was granted on the laying 
out of Kaposia street extension and on | 
petition Joe Route for pool tables on I 
West street. No action necessary was | 
reported on communications from I 
George Guppy relative to Edison serv- 
ice and on protest of J. W. Huhn 
against howling alleys In Nonantum 
block. Licenses were granted to Mrs. 
Frances Hurt for an intelligence ortice, 
Walnut street, to M. T. Mehigan for 
one additional automobile for hire and 
to W. A. Pyke for a common victualler 
license on Centre street. 

The appointment of Frances M. 
C'ahiU as a Public Weigher was 
unanimously confirmed. The or- 
der establlshelng the rale of interest 
on unpaid taxes for 1915 was amended 
to have Interest begin on Oct. 15 und 
adopted. No action was taken on the 
matter of a city garuge Alderman Rice 
explaining that the department had 
not had time to obtain bids on revised 
plans. 

$4200 was added to t tie appropria- 
tion for Mothers Aid, $4500 to that for 


sessments. 

A recess was taken during the ses- 
sion to allow committees to meet. 

Tlie principal discussion of t he eve- 
ning was over the recommendation of 
the Committee on City Buildings that 
$1500 bo appropriated to establish a 
Bureau of .Markets and which the Fi 
nance committee had approved by n 
vote of 4 lo .;. Oil motion of Alderman 
Jamieson the amount was increased 
to $2000 by a vote of 9 to 8. Alderman 
Rice snid that he had opposed the mat- 
ter at first tint had become convinced 
that tlie city could afford to make this 
experiment. Three objections have 
been urged against the project. First 
because the city is so scattered that no 
central market place was available. 
Newtonville is fairly central and meets 
this objection. Second, that it would 
interfere with the present markets. 
Mr. Rice believed that it would help 
and not hinder the present markets, as 
it was proposed to establish a whole- 
sale as well as retail market and most 
of the produce bought In the Boston 
market must be carried thru this city. 
It now goes thru four hands before 
reaching the consumer und this market 
would eliminate two of these middle- 
men. Third that the city has no right 
to speculate with city money is met 
with the fact that the Legislature has 
expressly authorized this work. Mr. 
Rice stated that it had been figured 
out that it cost 14 cents per meal per 
person in tills country, or 42 cents per 
day. On this basis Newton expends 
about $7,000,000 annually for food. 
Markets are said to save from 30 to 35 
per cent hut if only 10 per cent or even 
1 per cent can he saved, $70,000 would 
be worth while. In conclusion Mr. Rice 
believed the city government ought to 
give a little consideration to a subject 
which may help on the cost of living. 
In answer to questions Mr. Rice said 
that 63 cities hi the country now have 
Public Markets which are a success, 
that 12 places in this state have, acted 
under the law designating streets 
where farmers might stand, that it was 
proposed to give the mayor a free hand 
in expending this money, and that the 
proposed site was on Washington street 
about opposite Adams street. Aider- 
man Pratt called the attention of the 
hoard to where this matter would tend. 
The proposition first submitted by the 
advocates of this measure called for a 
department head at $3000 salary, $350 
for a second hand auto, $900 for an 
assistant, $700 for office equipment, 
$1000 for printing and $4500 for post- 
age, a total of $10,450. The $2000 now 
discussed is only for the balance of this 
year. You will be told next year that 
$10,000 should be appropriated in order 
to prove the value of the work and 
there are visions of a $100,000 cold 
storage plant and other large expenses 
looming in the future. Mr. Pratt de- 
clared this to be the most Utopian 
scheme he had ever heard broached 
In the hoard. The first plan for a 
retail market has been abandoned in 
favor oi only a wholesale market, as 
he said it would be absurd for West 
Newton ladies to expend car fare to 
and from Newtonville in order to save 
a few cents on vegetables. Tlie city 
needs its money so much for so many 
things that it is absurd to use it in 
this manner. Alderman Calkins had 
tlie highest respect for the motive of 
the persons behind this scheme. He 
then criticized tlie statements made 
in the printed circular of what this 
proposed Bureau will accomplish. He 
believed that citizens would resent be- 
ing called on the telephone each morn- 
iug and told tint cabbages had 
dropped from 5 to 4 cents a pound. 
He did not believe it necessary to 
notify producers of conditions in New- 
ton for It was part of their business 
to know the conditions here and ho 
believed they dm know the situation. 
I' he possibility of carload lots lie said 
hid been investigated and told of the 
investigation given this subject by a 
woman s club in Newton, where every 
inatket man and many producers had 
been Interviewed. This committee had 
satisfied itself that it was impossible 
to establish a successful market in this 
city. One problem Is the disposition 
ol unsold t resit vegetables Boston lias 
what Is known as "the dump," it 
would he impossible for Newton to 
have such an institution, us there 
would be no outlet for produce of tills 
nature. . Mr. talking thought that 
children's gardens, and meetings to 
discuss market conditions should be 
left with tlie school committee, lit con- 
clusion Mr. Calkins believed that af- 
ter this money hud been expended we 
would have Information and well 
meuning hut wholly misdirected ef- 
forts. 

Alderman Winslow said lie had first 
opposed this matter but after receiv- 
ing personal information from 25 cities 
where markets had been established lie 
had changed Ills mind. He believed 
it to be a different problem In every 
city hut tlie cost of living here is high 
and many in Auburndale patronize Wal- 
tham markets. He did not believe co- 
operative movements would he a suc- 
cess in a city like Newton but the ex- 
pense was small und we might improve 
conditions by making the experiment. 

Alderman Jamieson said it was 
difficult to get out of the old ruts hut 
we ail know tlie cost of living In tills 
city. Mr. Jamieson believed t Hat where 
one man was deterred from coming 
here by tlie tux rate u hundred were 
kept away by the cost of living condi- 
tions. The Idea is to establish u whole- 
sale market and it Is at least worth 
this biiiall amount to give it a fair 
trial. He believed tlie plan would give 
Newton people fruit at least 24 hours 
earlier than present methods. 

Alderman Jiapgood said tlie evidence 
showed that piouuce could he delivered 
here the same day it was gatilered. 
The main object is to bring the pro- 
ducer and consumer closer together. 
Newton is the centre of a large market 
gardening district ami produce now 
going right thru lo Boston might lust 
as well he sold in this city. 

Alderman Hollis said that Waltham 
prices were much lower than Auburn

the mayor and confirmed by the aider- 
men. and receives a salary of $2300.00 
per year. He is responsible for the 
entire department financially and 
otherwise determines all appointments, 
promotions and discharges on the 
force subject to approval of the mayor 

U | and makes a weekly and mutual report 
i to that official. He must sec that pro- 
) ceedings are instituted for all viola- 
tions of law and ordinances and that 
m they are duly tried. The chief attends 
U to the correspondence of the depart- 
ment including hundreds of anonymous 
letters which usually reach the waste 
basket and acts upon all complaints 
against police officers. 

The police officer represents the city 
to the general public to a far greater 
extent than any other city official. He 
n I comes in daily contact with all classes 
q 1 and conditions of people and must 
possess intelligence, coolness, firnt- 
2 ness, integrity and courtesy. The po- 
U lice force of Newton stands these tests 
O | remarkably well and is a credit to the 
| city. 

j Admission to the force is obtained 
through civil service examination, cov- 
ering a knowledge of arithmetic, spell- 
ing. composition and the duties of an 
officer. The appointment is made from 
the certified list (three names being 
certified for one vacancy) by the chief 
and approved by the mayor. The first 
appointment i3 for a probationary 
period of six months as a reserve pa- 
trolman. 

The salary is $2.50 per day for the 
first year. $2.75 per day for the sec- 
ond year. $3.00 per day for the third 
and $1200.00 for the fourth and subse- 
quent years. 

Police officers are entitled to wear 
a blue stripe on the sleeve for each 
period of five years' service. The city 
provides the revolver, club and hand- 
cuffs carried by each patrolman, but 
the expense of two uniforms a year 
must be met by the officer personally. 
Day men and night men work ten 
hours a day for seven days in the 
week, with fourteen days’ vacation 
during the year determined by lot. In 
addition each officer has one day off 
in every fifteen in addition to the reg- 
ular vacation. The men are however, 
subject to call at any time and are 
not allowed to leave the city even when 
off duty without permission from head- 
quarters. 

The Department 

The department is divided into 
three platoons. The first goes on duty 
at S A. M. and remains until 6 M., 

the second platoon at 6 P. SI. and re-

I am of the opinion that the defend- 
ants were operating this bus within 
the limits of the City of Newton, for 
hire, and that it is not very material 
in just what part of the route the fare 
was taken.

It establishes communication be- 
tween headquarters and the various 
stations or patrolmen on their heats. 

Duty calls of which there were 246. 
02S during 1014 are • eceived silently 
at headqunrters and recorded on a 
tape. Telephone and wagon calls ring 
a bell to attract the attention of the 
houseman. In case headquarters de- 
sires to communicate with a certain 
patrolman, a switch is set for the box 
he will next pull on a duty call, and 
when he opens the box for that pur- 
pose. a tapper notifies him to use the 
telephone call. 5.S10 telephone calls 
and 740 wagon calls were recorded 
last year. 

The patrol stable is located on 
Cherry street. West Newton, in the 
rear of City Hall, to which it is a con- 
stant fire menace. A day and night 
man is in attendance ready to answer 
all wagon or ambulance calls, accom- 
panied by the houseman from head- 
quarters. 

But little attempt has been made to 
describe the detective work of the de- 
partment. the bulk of which falls upon 
the shoulders of the inspectors who 
work in plain clothes. These officers' 
duties nre so varied that it is almost 
impossible to do justice to their work 
in an article of this kind. That they 
are an indispensable part of the force 
goes without saying and their work is 
thoroughly appreciated. 

A police matron has charge of all 
female prisoners of which there were 
51 in 1914. 

One feature should be borne in mind 
when considering the efficiency of this 
department, and that is the inadequacy 
of the present number of patrolmen 
to cover the twenty and more square 
miles of territory embraced within the 
limits of the City of Newton, and we 
are far behind other communities in 
the number of patrolmen to the area 
covered.

But the policy of the lower court 
lately has been to give various care- 
ful considerations to the matter of 
law. and to try so far as the law is 
concerned to do ns near exact justice 
ns they can. thus relieving the Su- 
perior Court of considerable of their 
work. 

In the City of Boston they have their 
nppellnte division of the Municipal 
Court Judges, so that a person can 
have his question of law heard by 
three other members of that Court, and 
then the appeal is taken direct to the 
Superior Court. 

Having that in mind, and having 
examined the law in reference to this 
case, somewhat in advance, it seemed 
to me that perhaps the only fair and 
Just way, under the circumstances, was 
to call in my two associates, both of 
whom are good lawyers. 

I have not seen eith.er of the gen- 
tlemen since the case was here in this 
Court, but I have received reports 
from them, in reference to the 1; ws 
and facts in this case. It is the unani- 
mous opinion of the three Judges who 
heard this case, after a very careful 
examination of the law referred to in 
the proofs of counsel on both sides, 
which have been very carefully pre- 
pared. that the defendants are acting 
in violation of the rules and regula- 
tions of the City of Newton.

is a reflection on the surveyor. It is 
not likely in this country that he has 
been blinded by a paltry bribe, it could 
simply mean he had neglected his duty. 

For walls and flues it is impossible 
to beat a well burned brick: these 
stand fire better than any other suit- 
able material. Sandstone and slate 
crack with heat, and the marbles and 
limestones soon go to powder. Bricks 
are largely made of clays that in their 
turn have been granite, and this we 
know has crystallised from the molten 
state in the back ages and is peculiarly 
adapted to stand great heat. 

For roofing, shingles should be 
strictly prohibited, slate is fairly well 
distributed, you have it quite near 
and although its structure is a very 
fine clay or mud from volcanic erup- 
tions and has not been burned since it 
was laid down, as bricks are burned, 
we must be thankful that this hard 
dark ancient mud has been so com- 
pressed for so many millions of years 
with the weight of a few miles of later 
strata laid down over it, that without 
burning, it can stand the wash and sun
